S ignificant portions of AIDS re¬ 
search will be shifted overseas 
under a huge reorganization of the 
trials networks proposed by the Na¬ 
tional Institutes of Health’s National 
Institute of Allergy and Infectious 
Diseases. 

Many people believe this will neg¬ 
atively affect the associated capacity to 
treat patients in the U.S., as well as the 
ability to best manage the introduc¬ 
tion of new classes of therapeutics 
that are on the horizon. 

The reorganization comes within 
the context of funding for AIDS ser¬ 
vices that is not keeping pace with the 
increasing number of PWAs who use 
those services or the escalating cost of 
drugs, and the Centers for Disease 
Control and Prevention’s expanding 
effort to test more people to learn their 
HIV status. These factors combine to 
create a “perfect storm” scenario that 
threatens to inundate an already strug¬ 
gling system of AIDS care in the US. 

The looming network reorganiza¬ 
tion is likely to be a hot topic for con¬ 
versation among the world’s leading 
researchers when they gather in San 
Francisco for the 11th Conference on 
Retroviruses and Opportunistic In¬ 
fections, February 8-11. 

The proposed restructuring has 
been going on in plain sight. But the 
lethargic nature of bureaucratic 
change; the focus on principles be¬ 
hind those changes and the lack of 
specific numbers attached to them; 
and some general dissatisfaction with 
the clinical trials networks on the part 
of the few community activists who 
focus on research have all blurred the 
impact that the proposed changes will 
have on American PWAs. 

“The mission of NIAID/DAIDS is 
to help end the HIV/AIDS epidemic 
^through basic and clinical research,” 
NIAID Division of AIDS Director Ed¬ 
mund Tramont told the AIDS Re¬ 
search Advisory Committee last Sep¬ 
tember. He noted that 95 percent of 
the epidemic is occurring in develop¬ 
ing countries and “an international re¬ 
search agenda will require both scien¬ 
tific and administrative adjustments.” 
At the same time, the DAIDS budget 
is leveling off, and priorities will have 
to be adjusted and refocused. 

Tramont was very clear that the re¬ 
search networks that DAIDS supports 
to the tune of about $400 million a 
year are going to be restructured and 
put out for bids again. A huge amount 
of that effort will shift overseas begin¬ 
ning in fiscal year 2006. 

Most of the Democratic candi¬

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Gays push Newsom 
on marriage issue

I ayor Gavin Newsom’s 
pro-gay marriage 
stance is being put to 
the test by suggestions 
that he either order the county 
clerk to offer same-sex couples 
marriage licenses or send the 
clerk’s office packing. 

In recent weeks several letters 
have been sent to the mayor and 
his openly gay chief of staff, Steve 
Kawa, asking them to either cut off 
funding to the clerk’s office or 
order the clerk to relocate outside 
the city and county lines. 

“A mayor who is truthfully and 
honestly dedicated to equality for 
an oppressed minority, and justice 
for the BGLT community, would 
order the marriage license bureau 
removed from San Francisco City 
Hall— Heterosexuals would then 
have a small example of the jn^ 
equities hc^oVe^afs v ex^ieTice - 
in disparate everyday civil liberties 
and constitutional rights,” wrote 
Brandon Quinlan in a January 21 
letter to Kawa. 

In a letter printed in the Janu¬ 
ary 29 issue of the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter, Dale Hamilton echoed 
those same sentiments and said in- 
stead of marriage, the city should only sanc¬ 
tion domestic partnerships for all couples, 
whether gay or straight. 

“If San Francisco stops performing hetero

marriages other cities will soon follow suit, 
just as they did with the domestic partner 
benefits,” wrote Hamilton. 

In a telephone interview, Hamilton said 


the issue is a matter of fairness, and by the 
city taking such a step it would highlight the 
fact domestic partnerships are not equal to 
civil marriages. 

“It would just make a statement that DP 
benefits are not equal because if you give 
them to heterosexual people they are going 
to turn up their noses at them,” said Hamil¬ 
ton, a 30-year resident of the city who lost his 
partner five years ago. “I am very serious 
about seeing this happen because it will make 
a statement to the country right now that it is 
just not fair.” 

A dozen gay couples are expected to de¬ 
scend on the clerk’s office next Thursday, 
February 12, National Freedom to Marry 
Day, to ask for marriage licenses. Sponsored 
by Marriage Equality California, it will be the 
fifth time gay couples have tried to obtain 
marriage licenses from the county clerk. 

“We will be down there on the 12th at 
noon so they will have an opportunity to go 
forward with their support and grant us mar¬ 
riage licenses,” said Molly McKay, MECA’s 
Northern California executive director. 

Neither Kawa nor Peter Ragone, New¬ 
som’s spokesman, could be reached for com¬ 
ment by press time. Nancy Alfaro, who runs 
the county clerk’s office, did not return a call 
seeking comment. 

Newsom has long said he is a supporter of 
gay marriage rights. The day after President 
Bush’s State of the Union speech, which 
Newsom attended in Washington D.C. last 
month, he released a statement calling Bush’s 
comments against gay marriage unaccept¬ 
able. 

In the January 20 speech, Bush indicated 
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Cirque du Soleil offers 
Job to HIV+ gymnast

C irque du Soleil has 
offered to rehire 
HIV-positive gym¬ 
nast Matthew Cusick for the 
same position he held prior 
to being fired, following a 
determination by the feder¬ 
al Equal Employment Op¬ 
portunity Commission that 
the company likely engaged 
in discrimination against 
the aspiring performer. 

Late last Thursday, Jan¬ 
uary 29, Cirque du Soleil 
sent out a release stating 
that it will “reintegrate” 

Cusick as a performer in 
one of Cirque du SoleiPs 
many shows. Renee-Claude 
Menard, director of public 
relations for the Montreal-based Cirque du 
Soleil, told the Bay Area Reporter Monday, 
February 2 that the company’s offer would be 
for the same job Cusick previously trained 
for - being part of an aerial trapeze act. 

“It would be the same job that he had been 
invited to do in the beginning, an aerial

trapeze act. That would 
be a group [performance 
slot],” Menard said. 

San Francisco resident 
Aaron Baldwin, a friend 
of Cusick’s and one of the 
leading forces behind 
protests against Cirque du 
Soleil, had expressed con¬ 
cerns that Cusick would 
win nothing if relegated 
to a solo performer’s slot, 
rather than performing as 
part of a group. 

Baldwin said he was 
“hesitant” to comment 
further on the case until 
more details are provid¬ 
ed by Cirque du Soleil. 

Gay and AIDS ac¬ 
tivists have been regular¬ 
ly protesting at various 
~ Cirque du Soleil perfor¬ 
mances in cities across the country in an ef¬ 
fort to draw attention to the matter. There 
were two informational pickets staged late 
last year in San Francisco when Cirque du 
Soleil’s Alegria was staged in the city. 

When Cirque du Soleil fired Cusick last 
year, it maintained it was doing so for safety 



reasons, though it never denied firing Cusick 
because of his HIV status. On Monday, 
Menard said that since the EEOC investiga¬ 
tion and an investigation against the compa¬ 
ny by the San Francisco Human Rights Com¬ 
mission (Cirque du Soleil’s Alegria show was

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Kids of LGBT parents 
speak out Tuesday

1 ith all the attacks against 
LGBT relationships late- 
i ly, it may be refreshing to 
know that'positive examples of 
queer and gay families are putting 
themselves into the spotlight to 
discuss their experiences and ad¬ 
dress questions and concerns. 

On Tuesday, February 10, from 
7 to 8:30 p.m., a panel of teens and 
young adults whose parents are 
gay, lesbian, bisexual, or transgen¬ 
der will speak at an educational 
symposium entitled, “Hear It 
From Us: Perspectives of Youth 
with LGBT Parents.” 

The discussion will be held at 
the San Francisco LGBT Commu¬ 
nity Center, 1800 Market Street, 
and is presented by the LGBT 
Family Collaborative, a group that 
includes the organizations Chil¬ 
dren of Lesbians and Gays Every¬ 
where; Our Family Coalition; the 
center; and New Leaf: Services for 
Our Community. 

Tuesday’s panel participants 
come from COLAGE’s Youth Lead¬ 
ership and Action Program and 
range in age from about 14 to 20, ac¬ 


cording to COLAGE program coor¬ 
dinator Meredith Fenton, who noted 
that the YLAP panels are often audi¬ 
ence-directed through an extended 
question-and-answer session. 

“Because the panel is so guided 
by the Q8cA, it’s up to the audi¬ 
ence to bring most of the topics 
up,” said Fenton. “The youth talk 
about their views on a variety of 
topics, including political matters, 
and they have really varying and 
strong opinions on issues.” 

Introductions take about 20 
minutes, said Fenton, with the re¬ 
mainder of the time dedicated to 
audience questions and discus¬ 
sion. Attendees can expect to hear 
personal stories about growing up 
with LGBT parents; special chal¬ 
lenges kids of LGBT parents have 
faced; and suggestions about how 
the LGBT and mainstream com¬ 
munities can support children 
from alternative families. Specifics 
will include school anecdotes; ex¬ 
periences with peers; advice to 
parents of younger children and 
prospective LGBT parents; and the 
emerging queer community that is 
being redefined by its offspring. 

Panelists share many of the 
same experiences, but their back¬ 


grounds are diverse; their families 
may have been created through 
donor insemination, adoption, or 
previous heterosexual marriages, 
and many of them have dealt with 
divorce, mixed-race family issues, 
and a wide range of prejudice. 

“If you wonder how kids with 
lesbian, gay, bisexual, and transgen¬ 
der parents react to homophobic 
judges, lawmakers, religious lead¬ 
ers, peers, and school administra¬ 
tors, this is your chance to find out,” 
said COLAGE Executive Director 
Beth Teper. “COLAGE youth mem-' 
bers speak truth to power every day, 
turning personal experiences of re¬ 
jection, harassment, and discrimi¬ 
nation into political statements for 
social equity and justice for all.” 

Tuesday’s forum is meant for a 
broad audience, specifically in¬ 
cluding LGBT parents and 
prospective parents, but also wel¬ 
coming all teachers, providers, 
and “anyone who wants to know 
what it’s like to have gay parents,” 
said Fenton. 

The event is free of charge, al¬ 
though donations are always wel¬ 
come. Free childcare is available 
for center attendees by calling 
KidsSpace at (415) 865-5533. ▼

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LGBT center predicts 
break-even year

ix months into its second 
I fiscal year, San Francisco’s 
? LGBT Community Center is 
on its way to becoming fiscally 
solvent. 

A confident Thom Lynch, ex¬ 
ecutive director of the center, an¬ 
nounced during a town hall meet¬ 
ing last week that the fledgling or¬ 
ganization has been able to plug 
what was a sinking fiscal mess. 

“I hope in July I can be up here 
saying we had a break-even year in 
our second year,” Lynch said dur¬ 
ing a sparsely attended meeting 
Thursday, January 29. “I thought 
it would take two to three years to 
balance the budget.” 

Although a recently conducted 
audit of the center’s finances 
shows a nearly $222,500 deficit 
projected for fiscal year 2003- 
2004, Lynch said it is very likely 
the cepter will be able to raise at 
least $250,000 over the next six 
months to balance its budget. 

“We are lucky. Our really big 
struggle was last year and we are 
on our way back,” said Lynch. “It 
is still a soft recovery and we need 
to push this along.” 

Last year the center had to lay 
off staff and then-Executive Di¬ 
rector Brian Cheu resigned after 
only nine months on the job. Dur¬ 
ing fiscal year 2002-2003 the cen¬ 
ter reported close to $474,000 in 
operating losses, but Lynch noted 
that is an improvement over orig¬ 
inal predictions. 

“When I first started, we ex¬ 
pected $750,000 in losses ending 
in June 2003,” said Lynch, who 
was hired in May and took over 
management of the center in June. 

According to the center’s audit, 
during its first fiscal year it rang 
up $1.8 million in expenses but 
only took in a little more than $1.3 
million. The center collected 
around $303,000 in revenues 
while more than $1 million came 
from government, foundation, 
and community support. 

During the first six months of 
fiscal year 2003-2004, the center 
has already garnered close to 
$611,000 in government, corpo¬ 
rate, and community support and 
collected $96,185 in revenue. It re¬ 
ported $929,559 in expenses com¬ 
pared to $707,138 in total revenue 
and support. 

Lynch said the center just re¬ 
ceived $50,000 from Wells Fargo, 
has another $300,000 in commit¬ 


ments over the next six months 
and expects to receive an addi¬ 
tional $300,000 in support. He did 
not name where that money 
would come from due to ongoing 
negotiations. 

Those numbers do not include 
proceeds from this month’s Lion- 
King benefit, or the center’s mem¬ 
bership renewal drive. Over the 
next several weeks, nearly 2,300 
members will be asked to renew 
their memberships at the center. 
Lynch said the renewals alone could 
net the center enough money to 
balance its books this year. 

“We are beginning to see a very 
tender recovery that needs to be 
nursed along by the community,” 
said Lynch. 

He also is hopeful he will com¬ 
plete talks with several nonprofits 
which want to lease office space 
within the building long term. 

“It will increase our revenue 
while decrease our expenses,” said 
Lynch. 

Vince Constabileo, who will 
operate the center’s cafe with his 
partner, attended the meeting and 
said he was encouraged by the fi¬ 
nancial report as well as hearing 
9,000 people visit the building 
each month. 

“Hearing there are 300 events 
a month is encouraging. The 
numbers sound good so far,” he 
said. 

The cafe, to be called Three 
Dollar Bill Cafe, is set to open this 
spring. Center officials and the 
two men expect to wrap up lease 
negotiations this month, and 
Constabileo said he is already 
working on getting the building 
permits and selecting a contractor 
to build out the ground floor 
space. 

“Once we choose the contrac¬ 
tor we will know more about the 
opening date,” he said. “We just 
can’t wait to get the doors open.” 

The new president of the 
Golden Gate Business Associa¬ 


tion, Jim Cherry, also said he was 
pleased with the fiscal report. The 
gay business group moved its of¬ 
fices into the center last year and 
is launching a new program where 
it is asking its members to also be¬ 
come members of the center. 

Center officials “are doing a 
good job. I can see it coming out 
of the hole,” said Cherry, who was 
a founder of the center. 

Last week, Lynch formally an¬ 
nounced he had hired Rebecca 
Rolfe as his deputy executive di¬ 
rector. Rolfe, who had been a con¬ 
sultant at the center for 10 
months, will receive $90,000 a 
year and oversee the day-to-day 
management of the building. 

Rolfe said she decided to be¬ 
come a full-time employee be¬ 
cause the center is at a point where 
it can begin to fulfill its promises 
to the community. 

“I really feel like we have made 
a huge shift from a crisis mode of 
operations to really trying to 
manage the issues we have here,” 
said Rolfe. 

The center also hired Ken 
McPherson as its new volunteer 
coordinator. Lynch said that 
McPherson will receive between 
$30,000 to $45,000 annually. 

The center is still looking to 
hire a director for the neighbor¬ 
hood economic development or¬ 
ganization it will be operating 
with funding from the city. Lynch 
is also looking to hire a new de¬ 
velopment director after the de¬ 
parture of Melinda Capiraso, who 
returned to doing consulting 
work. 

The center is also trying to 
renegotiate its long term debt, 
which Lynch said is about $2.8 
million with a 5 percent interest 
rate. 

“We are doing pretty well but 
we need the community’s sup¬ 
port,” said Lynch. “I hope people 
see we are trying to be a well-run, 
w£ll-managed center.” ▼

|M| fun in just about any other 

1 tourist destination city and 
you’ll find something San Francis¬ 
co lacks: people. 

San Francisco’s 2 a.m. “last 
call” for bars affects not just 
drinkers, but industries that cater 
to night life, and on a broader 
scale, the local economy. 

Earlier last-calls are also asso¬ 
ciated with more alcohol related 
traffic deaths, according to data 
from the National Traffic Safety 
Administration, as bar patrons 
tend to cram more liquor into the 
space of an hour when pressed for 
time. 

In the coming days and weeks, 
the San Francisco Entertainment 
Commission, the Late Night 
Coalition, and local and state leg¬ 
islators will see the fruits of their 
labor ripen - and get picked apart 
- when resolutions and legislation 
will attempt to extend the state- 
mandated last call hours to 4 a.m. 

The proposed change is in line 
with the policies of major cities 
such as New York and Miami, as 
well as smaller cities like Portland, 
Oregon; Columbus, Ohio; Indi¬ 
anapolis; Cleveland; and Fort 
Worth; all of which hold last call 
after 2 a.m. 

Sleepless residents who live 
near bars, or parents worried 
about their partying teenagers, 
take heart. The proposed mea¬ 
sures would affect only the small 
amount of establishments already 
zoned for after-hours in the city; 


the statewide change would allow 
each city or jurisdiction to opt-in 
or opt-out of the extended hours; 
and the legislation does not take 
away parents’ ability to set curfew 
for their kids. 

Furthermore, said proponents 
like Assemblyman Mark Leno (D- 
San Francisco), the extended 
hours will simply bring San Fran¬ 
cisco up to speed with the rest of 
the country, allowing its business¬ 
es and workers to earn more, and 
attracting more visitors who fac¬ 
tor night culture into their desti¬ 
nations. 

“The businesses which would 
be affected are many. All the wait 
staff of restaurants and bars 
would make more wages. Musi¬ 
cians would be employed for 
longer hours. All the multicultur¬ 
al and ethnic expressions of 
dance, music, and poetry would 
have greater opportunities to 
carry on later into the night,” Leno 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “I 
think it’s rich with possibility.” 

Leno has drafted last call legis¬ 
lation that he plans to introduce to 
amend the state Alcohol and Bev¬ 
erage Control regulations. FTe is 
awaiting the nod of approval from 
the San Francisco Board of Super¬ 
visors, who will begin hearings 
today (Thursday, February 5) on a 
resolution sponsored by Supervi¬ 
sor Aaron Peskin that encourages 
the state Legislature to take action 
to amend last call hours. 

Today’s committee hearing will 
allow for public comment and 
concerns, and the city resolution 
is then expected to be heard by the 
full Board of Supervisors on Tues¬ 


day, February 10. 

Leno and other supporters of 
extending last call said that most 
of what they have heard in terms 
of opposition is not relevant to the 
proposed changes. 

“The hearings will allow for a 
full explanation of what we’re 
doing, so that when people say, T 
don’t want my corner bar open 
later,’ we can say, ‘Nor do we,”’ said 
Leno, adding that to his knowl¬ 
edge, there are no residential 
neighborhood bars presently 
zoned for after-hours operations. 
“Once we clear up the misconcep¬ 
tions we believe most of the op¬ 
position will dissipate. This is a 
change that is not only good for 
business, jobs, and tax revenue, 
but is also is respectful of neigh¬ 
borhood concerns.” 

Terrance Alan is the president 
of the Entertainment Commission 
and chair of the Late Night Coali¬ 
tion, which got the ball rolling on 
this issue last year. Alan said that 
the SFLNC determined San Fran¬ 
cisco was at an economic disad¬ 
vantage due to its early last call, 
but he also said the group was im¬ 
pressed by national figures that 
correlated later bar closing times 
with greater safety. Here in San 
Francisco, he noted, a 4 a.m. bar 
closure would also allow many pa¬ 
trons to take morning BART trains 
home instead of driving while in¬ 
toxicated at an earlier hour. 

Today’s committee hearing is 
at 9:30 a.m. and Tuesday’s board 
meeting is at 2 p.m. Only after 
board approval will Leno intro¬ 
duce his legislation in the Assem¬ 
bly. ▼ 
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Dufty pushes housing

welve homeless queer youth 
could be moving into sup¬ 
portive housing this spring 
under a plan being pushed by Su¬ 
pervisor Bevan Dufty. 

Dubbed the queer youth sup¬ 
ported housing project, the idea is 
to house up to a dozen LGBT 
young adults at the Perramont 
Hotel at 2162 Market Street near 
Sanchez. In addition to providing 
a room, the program would also 
include on-site services ranging 
from drug and alcohol counsel¬ 
ing, money management, case 
management, food assistance, and 
job referrals. 

Dufty said the idea is “to create 
supportive services that would 
help ensure the success of these 
young adults once we were able to 
get them into housing.” 

The city is in negotiations with 
the hotel’s owner, Peter Patel, and 
hopes to secure an affordable 
room rate. Dufty said he would 
like to see the youth move in as 
soon as possible. 

“If things go well, I want to get 
this started in the next month,” 
said Dufty. 

Patel said while he has agreed 
to work with Dufty and neighbor¬ 
hood groups on the proposal, he 
has not agreed to anything in 
writing as of yet. 

“This is still in the initial phas¬ 
es at this point,” said Patel. “We 
just had minor conversations. 
They are receptive and I am open 
to hearing what Supervisor Bevan 
Dufty has to say and the neigh¬ 


borhood has to say.” 

Since December, Dufty has 
been meeting with business own¬ 
ers, area residents, service 
providers, police, and city officials 
to hash out his idea and develop a 
program the community can sup¬ 
port. Last week members of the 
working group toured the hotel. 

Dufty said, “I could live there. I 
would certainly want to live there 
than live on the street.” 

Dariush Kayhan, director of 
housing and homeless programs 
at the Department of Human Ser¬ 
vices, who is leading the talks be¬ 
tween the city and the hotel, 
agreed it is a nice hotel. 

“It’s in good shape, the owner 
keeps it in good shape. The rooms 
are clean and safe,” said Kayhan. 
“We think it is a great place for 
youth to move above and beyond 
vulnerable situations, i.e, being on 
the streets.” 

In January, Dufty signed up 
eight potential candidates for gen¬ 
eral assistance funds from the city. 
Most of the $400 monthly pay¬ 
ments will go toward paying for 
their housing, with a small portion 


set aside/or food. The youth are 
also signed up for the food stamps 
program, where they are given a 
debit card to make purchases. 

Instead of constructing a new 
building from the ground up, 
Dufty said that “in this fiscal cli¬ 
mate, when we are talking about 
serious budget cuts and salary 
give-backs, there isn’t the money 
to do bricks and mortar programs. 
We need to work creatively with 
youth services and community 
agencies to see what we can do.” 

Unlike the acrimony over the 
transitional housing program for¬ 
mer Supervisors Mark Leno and 
Leslie Katz proposed in 1999, 
Dufty’s plan has preliminary sup¬ 
port and praise from merchant 
and neighborhood groups. 

“We know of the history of 
what happened at 17th and Cas¬ 
tro and the neighborhood oppo¬ 
sition there was reaction to some¬ 
thing they weren’t involved in 
from the early process,” said Peter 
Allen, Duboce Triangle Neighbor¬ 
hood Association president. 
“From that perspective this is a big 
improvement.” ▼

ifp he battle for gay civil marriage ad- 
vanced on Wednesday, after the 

I - Massachusetts Supreme Judicial 
Court - at the request of the state Senate - 
explicitly erased all doubts about its ruling 
in November that same-sex couples have a 
constitutional right to marry. Only full, 
equal marriage rights for gay couples - 
rather than civil unions - would be consti¬ 
tutional, the court said in its 4-3 decision. 

The ruling, according to a report from 
the Associated Press, sets the stage for a 
planned constitutional convention in the 
Bay State next week, during which the Leg¬ 
islature will consider an amendment that 
would legally define marriage as a union be¬ 
tween one man and one woman. My, but 
we’re sick of hearing that noxious definition 
- and angry that it keeps cropping up in 
various state laws. By the time you read this, 
Republican Governor Bob Taft of Ohio like¬ 
ly will have signed the country’s most 
sweeping gay marriage ban, one that also 
prohibits gay and straight domestic partners 
of employees of state agencies from receiv¬ 
ing benefits. 

As the fight for equality rolls along in 
Massachusetts, however, look for President 
Bush to pump new energy into the pro¬ 
posed Federal Marriage Amendment to the 
U.S. Constitution. Bush’s approval ratings 
are hovering just below 50 percent as he 
heads into his re-election campaign; and 
we’re certain his political guru, Karl Rove, is 
working overtime to shore up support on 
the far right. Some Republicans are angry 
about the federal deficit and Bush’s budget, 
others are upset the president hasn’t yet 
firmly come out in support of the FMA. It’s 
far easier for Bush to do the latter than the 
former, since his tax cuts and spending for 
the war in Iraq have set the county deep into 
the red. 

We’ve been writing about gay marriage a 
lot in this space recently, but it’s clear that 
the issue is quickly becoming a topic of na¬ 
tional debate. Locally, gay marriage advo¬ 
cates want San Francisco Mayor Gavin 
Newsom to relocate the county clerk’s office 


outside the city limits if it will not issue 
marriage licenses to same-sex couples. After 
considering the issue, we’d like to support 
that effort and call on the mayor to take a 
public stand on the matter - ideally 
ordering the clerk’s office to issue 
the licenses to same-sex couples. 

If the state should try to stop the , 
city, Governor Arnold 
Schwarzenegger would be forced 
to take a public stand on the matter. 

(Since taking office, the governor has 
neither met with gay lawmakers nor is¬ 
sued any public comments on 
pressing gay rights issues.) 

If Newsom did move the 
clerk’s office outside the city, 
straight couples might be inconvenienced, 
but we believe it’s a small price to pay for 
standing up for what’s right. And, if most 
San Francisco heterosexuals are truly our al¬ 
lies in this fight - and Newsom has gone on 


record supporting gay marriage - surely 
they’ll understand the need to travel some 
extra miles to get hitched. We can’t even do 
that. 

Dangerous times often call for drastic ac¬ 
tion. We’re at the point where homo¬ 
phobes want to relegate us to perma¬ 
nent second-class status in this coun¬ 
try, and we cannot let that happen. 
Mayor Newsom should exhibit 
courage and stand up for what’s right: 
issue marriage licenses to same-sex 
^ couples. While some may whine 
that things are happening too 
fast, we beg to differ. We’ve 
been fighting for equality for 
decades and now, in the 21st 
century, that equality still remains elusive. 
You can show your support by attending a 
Freedom to Marry Day rally on the steps of 
City Hall next Thursday at noon. The more 
people who show up, the better. T 




SFAF on ADAP

O n January 22, the Bay Area Reporter 
published an Open Forum piece by 
Patrick Monette-Shaw [“ADAP: CA's 
Domestic Casualty?”] that is filled with mis¬ 
information, inaccuracies, and undermines 
our community’s efforts to ensure full ac¬ 
cess to HIV drugs for those who need them 
in our state. It is unfortunate that at a time 
when the HIV community needs to be 
brought together to protect the California 
AIDS Drug Assistance Program and other 
critical HIV programs from devastating 
cuts, Mr. Monette-Shaw instead distracts us 
from this effort with misinformation and 
completely unrealistic proposals. 

First, let us be clear about the very real 
ADAP crisis we face as a community. For the 
first time ever, people living with HIV dis¬ 
ease in California are at risk of losing access 
to HIV medications that keep them alive 
and healthy. Governor Schwarzenegger has 
proposed capping enrollment in California’s 
ADAP, a program that provides essential 
HIV medications to Californians who can¬ 
not otherwise afford them. ADAP helps 
those most vulnerable in our community - 
nearly 80 percent of the people in the pro¬ 
gram earn less than $17,500 a year. If the 
governor’s proposal is approved, the pro¬ 
gram will be able to serve a limited number 
of people. If you need HIV drugs you may 
only be able to access ADAP if someone else 
leaves the program. Nearly 1,500 people 
every year would be forced to wait for entry 
into ADAP.for medications that would save 
their lives. 

Given the current economic and political 
climate in Sacramento, nothing short of a 
major community mobilization is likely to 
assure that California’s ADAP receives the 
$25 million funding increase needed to pro¬ 
tect this life-saving program. 


Sadly, Mr. Monette-Shaw does nothing 
to promote such a mobilization or to en¬ 
courage our state elected officials to live up 
to their obligation to ensure that those with 
HIV have access to the drugs they desper¬ 
ately need. Instead, he argues that commu¬ 
nity-based organizations should be respon¬ 
sible for picking up these costs, letting the 
government off the hook for ensuring low- 
income individuals have access to ade¬ 
quate HIV care. Such an expectation 
is irresponsible and unrealistic. It is 
the government’s responsibility to 
ensure and protect the health of its 
citizenry. People’s access to life-sus¬ 
taining HIV drugs should not 
hinge on philanthropic giving 
trends that can change er¬ 
ratically and without no¬ 
tice. 

Mr. Monette Shaw 
bases his claim that community groups are 
flush with cash to pay for ADAP on a bizarre 
and false statement that the San Francisco 
AIDS Foundation has “diverted” $22.4 mil¬ 
lion dollars to its global affiliate, the Pangaea 
Global AIDS Foundation. This is just plain 
wrong. 

Mr. Monette-Shaw has falsely represent¬ 
ed the relationship between SFAF and Pan¬ 
gaea. He has grossly overstated the funding 
provided to Pangaea and also failed to ex¬ 
plain that the vast majority of funds pro¬ 
vided to Pangaea through SFAF come from 
a large earmarked grant from Pfizer ($11.5 
million) specifically designated for the con¬ 
struction of an HIV treatment clinic and 
training facility in Uganda. These funds 
were designated for the Ugandan effort ex¬ 
clusively and would never have been avail¬ 
able for SFAF’s local programs or for other 
HIV-related efforts in California. To assert 
that these dollars were “diverted” from local 
resources is simply not true. Mr. Monette- 
Shaw distorts figures from our audited fi¬ 
nancial statements, documents we provid¬ 


ed to him and would provide to any mem¬ 
ber of the public. 

SFAF does have a successful local 
fundraising event - the AIDS Marathon - 
with proceeds earmarked for three purpos¬ 
es: SFAF programs and services, other Bay 
Area HIV prevention and care programs, 
and treatment access programs in the de¬ 
veloping world. All AIDS Marathon partic¬ 
ipants are aware that funds will be disbursed 
in this manner and, in fact, SFAF has re¬ 
ceived very positive feedback from runners 
and their donors that the global 
component has enhanced peo¬ 
ple’s willingness to participate in 
and donate to this event. Won¬ 
derfully and predictably of the 
Bay Area, participants 
have been enthusiastic 
about being part of the 
solution to both our local 
AIDS crisis and the devastating impact of 
the disease in the developing world. 

We encourage all Bay Area residents to 
join us to get involved in the fight to protect 
ADAR We need everyone to get out the word 
to the governor and the California Legisla¬ 
ture that capping ADAP enrollment and re¬ 
ducing benefits is unacceptable and that it 
would be reprehensible for the state to deny 
access to life-saving medications to those in 
need. This truly is a matter of life and death 
for people with HIV in California. To get in¬

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‘Loyalty pledge’ Is political muzzle 

During the Milk Club’s recent endorsement 
process, we uncovered an outrageous tactic that we 
believe severely damages the Democratic County 
Central Committee races and the local Democratic 
Party. In return for their support, it seems that a small 
group of individuals is requiring that DCCC candi¬ 
dates sign a pledge to support only Democrats in non¬ 
partisan races and to revoke the Democratic Party 
charter from clubs who do otherwise. In at least one 
case, a candidate who refused to sign the pledge was 
initially made to leave the room. 

For decades, the Harvey Milk Club has been a 
leader in promoting progressive leadership within the 
Democratic Party. We are proud of our record of sup¬ 
porting candidates who promote and represent the 
principles of the party. However, let’s be candid. There 
have also been times when our Democratic principles 
required us to condemn a political machine (led by a 
Democratic mayor) that sold our city to the highest 
buyer while leaving poor people to fend for them¬ 
selves. And regrettably, there have also been some 
nonpartisan races in which the candidate most re¬ 
flective of the Democratic values we hold dear was not 
a Democrat. In these cases, we believed our actions 
were principled and represented our party’s platform 
far better than the “Democratic” alternatives. Howev¬ 
er, because we have taken these principled steps, we 
believe the “pledge” is, in part, an effort to retaliate 
against the Milk Club for these past actions and to 
withhold support from candidates who do 
not join in their condemnation. 

At a time when it is absolutely imper¬ 
ative that the Democratic Party unites 
and expands its support, the Milk Club be¬ 
lieves this tactic to be utterly divisive and 
noxious. Whether intentional or not, it 
sends an unmistakably loud message to 
progressive individuals and clubs that 
we are dispensable and unwelcome. De¬ 
spite the Democratic Party’s rich history of promot¬ 
ing civil rights, free speech, and diversity, this “pledge” 
places a conventional muzzle on individuals who 
refuse to rubber-stamp the Democratic candidate 
however removed s/he might be from the party’s prin¬ 
ciples or platform and promises that those who step 
out of line will be properly punished! 

We believe those promoting this McCarthyesque 
“loyalty pledge” have an eerily insular view of what is 
in the best interests of the Democratic Party. Ours is 
the party that fights for change, equality, freedom, and 
justice. Ours is the party that questions those who 
seem-unwilling to support these values - even if they 
call themselves Democrats. This is the foundation of 
the Democratic Party that we, the Milk Club, embrace. 

We hope the authors of the pledge will reconsider 
the destructive and intolerant nature of their actions. 
The party has a huge agenda to address in the months 
ahead. The progressive wing of the Democratic Party 
will be decidedly crucial in electing a Democratic 
president, and the Milk Club stands ready to do its 
part. Attacking progressive Democrats hardly seems 
an appropriate way to strengthen the party and defeat 
George W. Bush.

It’s raining bonds 

Governor Arnold Schwarzenegger’s 2004-05 bud¬ 
get calls for over $50 million in cuts to AIDS related 
programs. About $45 million in “savings” would come 
from freezing the number of patients who would be 
allowed into the AIDS Drug Assistance Program at the 
level of December 31,2003. If this part of the budget 
becomes law and you need help paying for your med¬ 
ication, you will have to wait until enough people 
drop out of the program (i.e. die or move out of the 
state), before you can enroll in the program. If the 
waiting list is long, you may die first. The budget also 
calls for an additional $6 million in additional cuts in 
a variety of AIDS related programs. And there’s more. 

If reimbursement rates to doctors are cut under Med- 
iCal (another part of the budget proposal), you may 
not be able to find a doctor at all. 

As bad as all this sounds, the situation will get a lot 
worse if Proposition 57 (the governor’s $15 billion 
deficit bond measure) does not pass at the March 
election. His budget director has already warned that 
more budget cuts (billions of dollars worth) will be 
needed if Proposition 57 is not approved by the vot¬ 
ers. The Legislature’s original plan to sell $10.7 billion 
worth of deficit bonds has already been challenged in 
court, on the grounds that it violates Article XVI Sec¬ 
tion 1 of the California Constitution (borrowing 
money without voter approval). I have read the orig¬ 
inal language in the Constitution. I think the plain¬ 
tiffs have a pretty good case, even though I am not a 
lawyer. 

On the March ballot, the teachers’ lobby will be ask¬ 
ing you to vote for a $12.3 billion school bond (Propo¬ 
sition 55). While this general obligation bond will not 
trigger an automatic tax increase, it will require $823 
million (legislative analyst’s estimate) each year for 30 
years to repay principal and interest. The Legislature 
cannot balance the budget based on existing spending 
commitments and revenue sources, so things would 


only get worse once the school bonds were sold. High¬ 
er debt service costs would mean more health and wel¬ 
fare cuts, since there does not seem to be broad public 
support for massive tax increases. Schwarzenegger was 
swept into power based on his promise to cut taxes 
(the motor vehicle license fee), which he did. 

Vote yes on the governor’s bond measure (Propo¬ 
sition 57). Vote no on the school bond measure 
(Proposition 55). People with AIDS cannot afford to 
take a number and wait - and wait and wait - for their 
medication. The world will not come to an end if local 
school districts are asked to make do with less.

I have to say that it became very clear to me that 
Paul Moore, the “Silver Partner” donor, knew even less 
about me than his good friend, the former executive 
director of the Desert AIDS Project, John Brown did. 
(Mr. Brown resigned last week, a day after the results 
of an internal investigation were turned over to the 
Board of Directors.) 

First, John O’Brien did not hire me. I was hired by 
Michael Priegel to help clean up after the for¬ 
mer director of finance, John O’Brien, 

I also a friend of John Brown’s, was termi¬ 
nated for allegations of embezzlement 
and jailed on drug charges. 

Secondly, Mr. Moore has never seen 
the documents in question. The office 
of the inspector general of the Depart¬ 
ment of Health and Human Services 
and the attorney general have seen 
them and found them to be very interesting. 

Thirdly, I have never lodged a complaint against a 
former employer. 

Fourth, I wouldn’t know Mr. Moore if I passed him 
on the street, yet he speaks about my employment his¬ 
tory as though he knows a great deal about me and 
we are well-acquainted. Ironically, if my position had 
not been eliminated under questionable circum¬ 
stances, I would have been employed at the Desert 
AIDS Project for well over two years now. And it is ap¬ 
parent that Mr. Moore does not know me well enough 
to know that I have AIDS, that I am on disability, and 
that I wbrk as my illness permits. Before I became dis¬ 
abled, I worked for nearly 10 years with my former 
employer. That hardly makes me a job-hopper. 

And lastly, he berates Channel 2 for not investigat¬ 
ing my complaints before airing"the allegations. In 
truth, they delayed the story for many weeks verify¬ 
ing sources before choosing an air date.

Time for that STD checkup 

The San Francisco Department of Public Health 
encourages everyone who is sexually active to have 
regular STD checkups either at a local health clinic or 
through their primary medical provider. Getting test¬ 
ed will allow you to know the status of your own sex¬ 
ual health. With this information, you will be able to 
discuss sexual health issues with your sex partners and 
your health care providers. 

As part of our efforts to increase awareness in the 
gay, bi, and MSM communities, STD Prevention and 
Control Services has been conducting STD testing in 
bars, sex clubs, and at other events. Many might be 
aware of the Healthy Penis campaign, created in 2002, 
which promotes sexual health and encourages individ¬ 
uals to get tested for syphilis. The different advertise¬ 
ments created in this concept may have made you 
laugh, especially at the sight of a 7-foot penis or large 
syphilis sore wandering throughout the city. However, 
this is just a small part of our efforts to raise the con¬ 
sciousness of ongoing sexual health in the community. 

Community support will continue to be a key fac¬ 
tor in combating the current syphilis epidemic and 
reducing the rates of other sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases in our city. Because of this, we are working with 
an array of community members to develop innova¬ 
tive strategies addressing the importance of regular 
testing and encouraging communication between in¬ 
dividuals and both their sexual partners and health 
care providers. 

In an effort to make testing more accessible, we 
have set up an online syphilis testing Web site 
(www.stdtest.org) where you can print out a lab slip 
and visit a local Unilab to get your blood drawn, all 
free of charge. There are also many neighborhood 
health clinics, including City Clinic, if you are inter¬ 
ested in getting a complete STD checkup. For a list of 
these clinics and much more information, visit 
www.healthypenis2004.org.

Leveling the 
playing field

hile the battleground in 
the larger LGBT rights bat¬ 
tle seems to be around 
marriage and the military, the latest 
frontier in transgender rights seems 
to be within the world of sports. 

Last November, the Interna¬ 
tional Olympic Committee tenta¬ 
tively decided that it will allow for 
transsexual athletes with some 
restrictions. The transgen 
der athlete would be ineli¬ 
gible until after a period of 
time post-surgery, and 
after some - as of yet 
undetermined - condi¬ 
tions are met. 

This could clear 
the way for 
some transmen 
and transwomen to compete as 
soon as this year’s summer games 
in Athens, Greece. 

This seems a logical step fol¬ 
lowing the IOC’s decision in 1999 
to drop the long-standing practice 
of chromosome tests to verify the 
gender of participating athletes, 
but is still not a full nod toward 
letting transgender individuals 
participate fully in the games. 

Not everyone is pleased with 
this: the International Volleyball 
Federation, located in Acapulco, is 
following the IOC’s lead and 
putting an end to gender testing 
its players, but it has made clear 
that it will not be allowing trans- 
. sexuals on its teams, no matter 
what the conditions. 

Similar views are held by the 
British government. The Gender 
Recognition Bill - affectionately 
known as the GeRBil - was re¬ 
cently amended to exclude legal 
recognition of transgender people 
in sports. This amid tabloid head¬ 
lines warning of top male com¬ 
petitors trying to win Wimbledon 
by donning a skirt and playing for 
the women’s team. A ludicrous 



concern, but one that 
seemed to sway UK lawmak¬ 
ers. 

Closer to home, a transgen¬ 
der woman in Oregon is suing 
her local athletic club. It seems 
the club ordered her to leave 
after she changed in the 
women’s locker room. Unfor¬ 
tunately, this woman happens to be 
legally female, and ordering her to 
leave may well violate the local civil 
rights ordinance that in¬ 
cludes transgender people. 

The woman in ques- 
I tion, Lori Buckwalter, 
might know a thing or two 
about that law: she pushed 
hard for it three years ago, 
even receiving 
the Portland 
mayor’s Human 
Rights Award for 

her work. 

To many, much of the above 
may seem trivial. It may seem to 
you that there have not been 
enough transgender athletes to 
merit changes in the Olympics to 
allow transsexuals to compete, 
and while it may seem laughable 
that people would worry about 
non-transgender athletes trying to 
use such laws in order to gain an 
edge, you may also doubt that 
there are any transgender players 
out there who would be hurt by 
the GeRBil or the International 
Volleyball Federation’s stance. 

Unfortunately, there have been 
many transgender athletes, and it 
may be just these sort of practices 
that have kept you from hearing 
their names. 

The most famous of all of 
these is probably Renee Richards. 
She competed on the women’s 
tennis tour in the 1970s and - 
after being discovered to have 
been transsexual - quickly rose to 
a state of infamy. It may well be 
Richards that led to much of the 
reluctance to allow transsexuals to 
compete today.

Not that 
Richards was a world.- 
class tennis player, mind 
you. That is probably the 
'f biggest irony in this. She wasn’t 
bad, but it would be hard to 
F argue that her former gender 
made her any better of a player. 

There have been plenty of oth¬ 
ers. Michelle Dumaresq of Canada 
is a mountain bike racer who fin¬ 
ished 24th in the downhill at last 
year’s World Championships. There 
have been boating champions, 
NASCAR drivers, and even a world 
champion women’s billiard player. 

Before these, there was also 
Stanislawa Walasiewicz, also 
known as Stella Walsh. In the 1932 
Olympic Games in Los Angeles, 
she won the 100-meter race. She 
also took second place in the i936 
Berlin Games. Upon her death in 
1980, it was discovered that she was 
intersexed. To this day, the status of 
her medals remains up in the air. 

Indeed, there have been plenty 
of examples of transgender people 
who have wanted to compete, yet 
have found themselves barred 
from doing so, out of fear that 
they will have some sort of “edge,” 
courtesy of one’s birth gender. Of 
course, no one ever asks if any fe¬ 
male to males would be compet¬ 
ing, and if this would somehow be 
unfair to the other men on the 
playing field. „ 

When Renee Richards played 
women’s tennis in the 1970s, she 
didn’t play because she wanted to 
take advantage of any supposed 
advantage: she played because she 
was a woman and wanted to com¬ 
pete with her peers. The same is 
likely true of every other transsex¬ 
ual out there trying to make it in 
the world of sports. 

Many out there don’t seem to 
see that, instead relying on fear to 
somehow bar potential competi¬ 
tors from taking a place amongst 
their peers. It can be something as 
large as federations and countries 
barring transgender people from 
sports to athletic clubs ousting us 
from their facilities. In doing so, it 
prevents transgender athletes 
from showing their skills, and 
proving that while they can in¬ 
deed compete, they may not be 
the deceptive spoilsport their de¬ 
tractors are claiming. 

Like the issues of marriage and 
military service, being allowed to 
participate in the world of sports 
is a basic issue of fairness. Until we 
are allowed to participate, erro¬ 
neous beliefs and outright bigotry 
will rule the day. 

I can’t help but applaud the 
IOC for using its torch to shine a 
little light on this issue, and I hope 
that someday fairness will be ex¬ 
tended to all. ▼

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GOP attacks Kerry as 
Dean campaign falters

I ith his impressive first- 
place wins in Iowa and 
New Hampshire last 
month and his strong showing in 
several states on Tuesday, Febru¬ 
ary 3, Massachusetts Senator John 
Kerry has clearly become the man 
to beat for the Democratic presi¬ 
dential nomination. One who 
seems to have taken notice of that 
fact is Republican National Com¬ 
mittee Chairman Ed Gillespie, 
who is now attacking Kerry 
regularly, and other 
White House political 
operatives charged with 
getting George W. Bush 
re-elected. 

Karl Rove, Bush’s 
top political strategist, 
has clearly been 
watching 
Kerry’s dra¬ 
matic rise in 
the Democratic 
Party contests and has set White 
House attack dogs on the Massa¬ 
chusetts senator as the campaign 
of onetime front-runner Howard 
Dean continues to falter. 

For Washington Republicans 
there is now only one game in po¬ 
litical play - trying to figure out 
what to do about the sudden 
emergence of Kerry as the likely 
Democratic nominee when the 
party meets in Boston this sum¬ 
mer. With those early Iowa and 
New Hampshire wins and his im¬ 
pressive showing on Tuesday, a 
win for Kerry in Michigan this 
Saturday, followed by some likely 
wins Tuesday, February 10 when 
four more states hold primaries, 
then the February 17 Wisconsin 
primary, it could well mean that 
the contest among Democrats to 
find a presidential nominee will 
be over by the end of this month, 
leaving the “Super Tuesday” date 
of March 2 - when both Califor¬ 
nia and New York voters select a 
huge batch of delegates - mean¬ 
ingless. 

Indeed, the Kerry bandwagon 
appears to be on a real roll, in part 
because even some of Dean’s orig¬ 
inal supporters feel that Kerry is 
best positioned to defeat Bush in 
November. Proof that Bush and 
his people now expect Kerry to be 
the eventual Democratic nominee 
was evident last week when Bush’s 
national campaign manager, Ken 
Mehlman, went so far as accusing 
the Massachusetts senator and 
Vietnam veteran of being “weak 
on national security.” Mehlman: 
“We value Senator Kerry’s honor¬ 
able and heroic service in Viet¬ 
nam, but we question his judg¬ 
ment in consistently voting to cut 
defense and intelligence finding 
critical to our national security.” 

Another top Bush operative 
told the New York Times this week 
that “he [Kerry] isn’t their nomi¬ 
nee yet, but there is growing real¬ 
ization that he could well be if he 
keeps on this track,” and for the 
second week in a row, Newsweek 
magazine Monday had Kerry 
leading the president by 3 per¬ 
centage points in a hypothetical 
matchup. The Quinnipiac Univer¬ 
sity poll - also released Monday - 
has Kerry beating Bush by 51 per¬ 
cent to 42 percent in a head-to- 
head race, the Associated Press re¬ 
ported. 

Kerry, riding the Democratic 
tidal wave that has suddenly pro¬ 
pelled him to clear front-runner 


status, answered attacks this week 
from the Mehlman and the GOP 
chair by noting that Republicans 
“appear scared stiff,” adding “that 
is why the White House is now 
sending out the attack dogs,” but 
added that “it isn’t going to work; 
I’m going to fight them back.” 

Barring an unforeseen fatal po¬ 
litical misstep, Kerry appears on 
his way to becoming the Democ¬ 
ratic nominee and for many De¬ 
mocrats eager to take back the 
White House, a John Kerry- John 
Edwards (D-North Carolina) 
combination would 
represent the 

North/South “dream 
ticket” they believe 
could defeat George 
Bush in November.

The San Francisco Chronicle's 
Ken Garcia has it right - San 
Francisco badly needs medium 
income housing (as well as hous¬ 
ing for the homeless) and city res¬ 
idents should indeed vote for 
Proposition J on the March 2 bal¬ 
lot (and what’s up with the 
blowhard Joe 0’Donoghue being 
against any building of any kind 
in this city?). 

Supervisors Fiona Ma and 
Bevan Dufty have apparently 
volunteered to return 15 percent 
of their $112,000 annual salary, 
even though it falls well below the 
$125,000 threshold that Mayor 
Gavin Newsom had suggested, 
voluntarily, of course. Clearly, su¬ 
pervisors earn every cent of their 
$112,000 and if all 11 were to par¬ 
take, it would only amount to a 
savings to the city of around 
$184,000, far short of the nearly 
$10 million that could be realized 
if all those making more than 
$125,000 were to volunteer, but 
don’t count on it. Newsom, of 
course, cut his own salary by 15 


percent last week. 

City Treasurer Susan Leal an¬ 
nounced Tuesday, February 3 that 
she has named openly gay Antho¬ 
ny (Tony) Winnicker to a seat on 
the San Francisco Elections Com¬ 
mission. Winnicker, former com¬ 
munications director for Leal’s 
unsuccessful mayoral campaign 
last year, has pledged to work on 
increasing voter participation. He 
also wants to help guide the city 
through the implementation of 
ranked choice (instant runoff) 
voting, set to begin this November 
for local candidate races. Win¬ 
nicker, 33, is a public relations and 
public affairs consultant. His part¬ 
ner of eight years is Dan Bernal, 
local field representative for Con¬ 
gresswoman Nancy Pelosi (D- 
San Francisco). 

Governor Arnold 

Schwarzenegger’s Propositions 
57 and 58 appearing on the March 
2 ballot are reportedly in big trou¬ 
ble. The latest statewide poll re¬ 
veals that 44 percent of California 
voters oppose the two measures 
with only 35 percent in approval. 
Proposition 57 is a $15 billion 
general obligation borrowing 
bond to cover the state’s budget; 
Proposition 58 is a balanced bud¬ 
get amendment to the state Con¬ 
stitution. 

And about all those closeted 
Green Party people running for 
seats on the Democratic County 
Central Committee on March 2 - 
it lends real credence to state Sen¬ 
ator John Burton (D-San Fran¬ 
cisco) and Representative Nancy 
Pelosi’s (D-San Francisco) idea of 
a “loyalty pledge” that asks candi¬ 
dates to pledge to yank the Demo¬ 
cratic Party charter from political 
clubs that publicly endorse candi¬ 
dates from other parties. Good 
idea. I mean, if the president of 
the Milk Club (loaded with clos¬ 
eted Green Party sympathizers) 
who led the charge to endorse 
Green Party candidate Matt Gon¬ 
zalez over a registered Democrat 
(oh, sure, I know it was a “non¬ 
partisan” election) wants to be 
honest with the voters, let him run 
in the Green Party primary for a 
seat on its central committee. 

California Republicans, hoping 
to unseat Senator Barbara Boxer 
in November, are already on a self¬ 
destructive course. Governor 
Schwarzenegger annoyed the 
other GOP candidates by his en¬ 
dorsement of former Secretary of 
State Bill Jones, a man with lots 
of name identification, but no 
campaign funds, and last week 
Toni Casey, a candidate with lit¬ 
tle name recognition but report¬ 
edly plenty of money, blasted 
President Bush’s immigration 
plan. The former Los Altos Hills 
mayor called Bush’s proposal for a 
three-year temporary worker sys-' 
tern “fatally flawed - a plan that 
rings of amnesty and is a plan that 
will do nothing to stem the tide if 
illegal immigration.” Boxer, a two- 
term senator from Marin County, 
has long been a favorite but elu¬ 
sive target for California Republi¬ 
cans. In previous elections, al¬ 
though polls always showed her 
highly vulnerable, Boxer has man¬ 
aged to fend off opponents by 
painting them as conservative ex¬ 
tremists on such issues as gay 
rights, gun control, and abortion. 
This time, two moderate women 
are among those seeking the GOP 
nomination: Casey and former 
U.S. Treasurer Rosario Marin.

ic Bell Park for several weeks last 
November and December, 
prompting the agency to launch 
its own probe), company officials 
have learned a great deal more 
about HIV transmission issues. 
She also told another California 
newspaper that the EEOC ruling 
“demonstrated to us that the risks 
[posed by Cusick’s HIV status] are 
minimal, so we feel confident that 
safety can be ensured.” 

Many medical experts say that 
there is minimal risk that an acro¬ 
bat infected with HIV would pass 
the virus to another performer. 

Lambda Legal Defense and Ed¬ 
ucation Fund, which filed the 
EEOC complaint on behalf of Cu- 
sick last July, called the EEOC’s 
findings “a major development.” 
The legal advocacy group said it 
could not comment on Cirque du 
Soleil’s latest offer to rehire Cusick 
because the company has yet to 
speak directly with Cusick’s attor¬ 
ney at Lambda Legal. 

Cusick could not be reached 


for comment. He did tell the As¬ 
sociated Press that he was pleased 
the EEOC upheld his discrimina¬ 
tion complaint. 

“The federal government has 
looked very carefully at Cirque du 
Soleil’s actions, and its investigation 
confirmed there is evidence that 
Cirque engaged in unlawful discrim¬ 
ination,” said Hayley Gorenberg, di¬ 
rector of Lambda Legal’s AIDS Pro¬ 
ject. Gorenberg explained that EEOC 
investigations don’t reach beyond de¬ 
termining whether there’s “cause to 
believe” an employer discriminated. 

“This is the most serious deter¬ 
mination the government can 
reach at this level. It’s a very seri¬ 
ous finding based on months of 
investigation,” Gorenberg added. 

Lambda Legal and Cirque have 
both indicated a willingness to try 
and resolve the matter in media¬ 
tion before it reaches court. Cirque 
du Soleil’s Menard said the com¬ 
pany expects to enter into media¬ 
tion with the EEOC soon. If that is 
successful and Cusick accepts a job 
position, his training could begin 
right away, Menard said, adding 
that training would probably take 
four to eight weeks. She did not 


specify which Cirque du Soleil 
show Cusick is being considered 
for; previously he had an employ¬ 
ment contract for the company’s 
Mystere show in Las Vegas. 

Before the EEOC finding was 
announced, Cirque du Soleil had 
offered employment to Cusick, 
only to later explain that he could 
not have performance-based po¬ 
sitions because of his HIV status, 
according to Gorenberg. 

“While this is nothing new 
from Cirque, we’re looking for¬ 
ward to serious discussions now 
that the federal government has 
called Cirque to the table,” Goren¬ 
berg said, referring to the compa¬ 
ny’s latest job offer announce¬ 
ment. “These conversations will 
include a focus on Cirque compa¬ 
ny-wide policies and practices.” 

Cusick, 32, voluntarily disclosed 
his health condition to Cirque du 
Soleil officials and Lambda Legal 
maintains he was cleared by Cirque 
du Soleil’s own doctor for “full par¬ 
ticipation at Cirque.” 

The company has many openly 
gay performers and support staff in its 
numerous shows that employ more 
than 2,500 people worldwide. T

ower courts are resisting the 
broad victory toward equal¬ 
ity that the U.S. Supreme 
Court gave gays last June in strik¬ 
ing down state sodomy laws. A 
pair of decisions last week on cases 
in Florida and Kansas suggests that 
solidifying that victory is not as¬ 
sured, it will require constant dili¬ 
gence, and setbacks are likely. 

Florida is the only state that 
has enacted an outright ban on 
gays and lesbians adopting, 
though it does allow them to serve 
as guardians and foster parents. 
The law has withstood several 
challenges. 

But after the Supreme Court 
struck down the last remaining state 
sodomy laws in the Lawrence v. 
Texas decision last June, hopes were 
riding on an appeal of the Lofton 
case, the latest one to take on the law. 
Rosie O’Donnell had used her pres¬ 
tige to help bring media attention to 
the issue of gay couples taking in 
and providing nurturing homes for 
kids that no one else wanted. 

Lofton challenged the Florida 
ban on constitutional grounds, 
charging that the law violates the 
plaintiffs’ constitutional rights to 
due process, privacy, and equal 
protection. It was backed by the 
nation’s leading child welfare and 
psychological organizations. 

Their hopes were dashed on 
January 29 when a three-member 
panel of the U.S. Court of Appeals 
for the 11th Circuit, sitting in At¬ 
lanta, ruled that the law is valid. 

Rather than rely upon the 
Lawrence decision, the panel 
seemed to take its lead from the 
minority screed penned by Justice 
Antonin Scalia in that case. It took 
the majority of the Supreme 
Court to task for an opinion of 
“sweeping generality” that failed 
to apply “strict scrutiny, the prop¬ 
er standard when fundamental 
rights are implicated.” 

The court said the question of 
how children fare in homosexual 
households was controversial. 
They balanced the wide range of 
professional associations support¬ 
ing the plaintiffs with the writing 
of the thoroughly discredited ho¬ 
mophobe Paul Cameron. 

“We are deeply disappointed 
by the court’s decision,” said Matt 
Coles, director of the American 
Civil Liberties Union Lesbian and 
Gay Rights Project. The ACLU led 
the legal fight. The parties seem 
likely to appeal the. decision, 
though the formal decision will 
not be made immediately. One 
question is whether to ask for an 
en banc review by the entire cir¬ 
cuit or to appeal it directly to the 
Supreme Court. 

“If a single person can adopt in 
Florida, if gay people can be foster 
parents and legal guardians, and if 
there are thousands of children 
languishing in foster care, there

can be no justification for Flori¬ 
da’s ban on gay adoptions other 
than impermissible prejudice and 
hostility toward gay people,” said 
Howard Simon, executive director 
of the ACLU of Florida. 

“The judges in this case didn’t 
just rule against gay dads and les¬ 
bian moms,” said Aimee Gelnaw, 
executive director of the Family 
Pride Coalition, “they ruled 
against thousands and thousands 
of Florida children who need sta¬ 
ble and loving homes.” 

“What a sad day for all Ameri¬ 
cans,” said O’Donnell. “The strug¬ 
gle for civil rights continues. It is 
my hope this case will be heard by 
the Supreme Court, where this ab¬ 
surd discriminatory decision will 
be reversed.” 

“This ruling places a higher 
premium on antiquated and dis¬ 
criminatory assumptions about 
gay and lesbian people than on the 
best interests of the state’s children 
and families,” said Cheryl Jacques, 
president of the Human Rights 
Campaign. 

In San Francisco, Rocky Mor¬ 
rison, executive director of Our 
Family Coalition, also expressed 
sadness at the ruling. “We know 
first hand that lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender people make 
loving, nurturing, and responsible 
parents,” Morrison said in a state¬ 
ment. “Most LGBT people have to 
work very hard to become par¬ 
ents; it is a joy and responsibility 
that we take very seriously.” 

Legal experts across the ideo¬ 
logical spectrum agree that the 
Lawrence decision was unusual in 
the sweeping breadth of its lan¬ 
guage and in not being firmly root¬ 
ed in traditional legal classifica¬ 
tions. So the fact that lower courts 
are interpreting the decision in dif¬ 
ferent ways is not surprising. 

New York University law profes¬ 
sor Arthur Leonard wrote on the 
gaylaw listserv, “If we want to be 
able to use Lawrence (and Romer) 
[the 1996 Colorado Amendment 2 
decision] effectively to attack anti¬ 
gay government policies, we have to 
do everything we can to keep ad¬ 
verse appellate precedents such as 
Lofton from becoming final, prece¬ 
dential decisions.” 


be in real trouble this November, 
but that newly-appointed Super¬ 
visor Michela Alioto-Pier (Dis¬ 
trict 2) is likely to easily win a full 
term. Janet Reilly, the wife of 
onetime political consultant Clint

As Minnesota law professor 
and Bay Area Reporter columnist 
Dale Carpenter said, “It’s now the 
Supreme Court’s job to clear up 
the confusion it has created.” 

Kansas 

The next day, Friday, January 
30, a Kansas state court of appeals 
upheld a state law that punishes 
gays more harshly than straights 
for having sex with minors. 

In 2000, then-18-year-old 
Matthew Limon performed oral 
sex on a 14-year-old resident of a 
group home for the developmen- 
tally disabled where they both lived. 

Had the encounter been be¬ 
tween a heterosexual couple of the 
same ages, under the state’s 
“Romeo and Juliet” law, Limon 
would have been subject to a max¬ 
imum 15-month sentence. But 
same-sex encounters were exclud¬ 
ed from that law and Limon was 
sentenced to 17 years in prison. 

In appealing the case, the ACLU 
argued that the differing sentences 
represented unconstitutional dis¬ 
crimination against gays. It cited 
the Lawrence decision, which 
struck down state sodomy laws 
prohibiting consensual sex between 
adults, including the one in Kansas. 

But Judge Henry W. Green Jr., 
writing for the two member ma¬ 
jority, said the law was reasonable 
in treating gay sex differently be¬ 
cause doing so might reduce the 
spread of sexually transmitted dis¬ 
eases; encourage “traditional sex¬ 
ual mores;” and promote procre¬ 
ation and marriage. 

Justice Joseph Pierron Jr. dis¬ 
sented from the view of his two 
colleagues. “The courts have been 
given a duty to be the final protec¬ 
tors of our ideal of equality under 
the law. This blatantly discrimina¬ 
tory sentencing provision does 
not live up to American standards 
of equal justice.” 

“The court’s reasons for ap¬ 
proving this law are absurd,” said 
Tamara Lange, Limon’s attorney 
from the ACLU’s Lesbian and Gay 
Rights Project. “All young people 
should be entitled to protection 
from sexually transmitted diseases, 
and punishing kids more harshly 
‘protects’ no one. The Supreme 
Court made it very clear that ‘tra¬ 
ditional sexual mores’ are no 
longer a legitimate rationale for 
discriminating against gay people.” 

Dick Kutrenbach, executive di¬ 
rector of the ACLU of Kansas and 
Western Missouri said, “The 
court’s opinion in this case defies 
comprehension, and we intend to 
seek an appeal.” ▼

well as groups like the Harvey 
Milk LGBT Democratic Club can 
designate more time and energy 
to the project; and how to attract 
more diversity to the project, in¬ 
cluding ideas from women in the 
LGBT community. 

The working committee has 
decided to operate on a timeline

Years in the making 

Gonzalez first drafted a resolu¬ 
tion calling for community dona¬ 
tions and city involvement in cre¬ 
ating a Milk memorial back in 
2002, according to Larry-Bob 
Roberts, Gonzalez’s former aide, 
who attended Monday’s meeting. 

When momentum stalled, 
Gonzalez announced the creation 
of an account at the city con¬ 
troller’s office that would accept 
and keep donations for the pro¬ 
ject. The announcement was 
made at a press conference in Jan¬ 
uary 2003 and spurred a handful 
of donations over the next few 
months totaling just over $3,000. 

It has been estimated that typ¬ 
ical memorials such as the busts of 
former mayors in City Hall can 
cost up to $100,000. 

Last November, the Bay Area 
Reporter attempted to track the 
Milk memorial’s progress. Gonza¬ 
lez, who was in the midst of his 
mayoral campaign, was not easily 
reachable, although aides told the

Monday, February 2 in the LGBT 
Community Center to form tem¬ 
porary working committees to 
make a memorial for the late Su¬ 
pervisor Harvey Milk a reality. 

Spearheaded by the San Fran¬ 
cisco LGBT Pride Committee and 
Board of Supervisors President 
Matt Gonzalez, the Milk memori¬ 
al committee is an effort to breathe 
new life into what has become 
known as the proposed “Milk 
bust” at City Hall, although orga¬ 
nizers have noted that the original 
board resolution did not specify 
that the memorial would necessar¬ 
ily be a bust, but rather, a perma¬ 
nent marker on city property. 

Monday’s meeting set up three 
smaller committees - fundraising, 
design, and publicity/outreach - 
whose goals include tapping the 
larger community for input 
through public meetings before 
any major decisions are made. 

“The big public meeting is still 
to come,” said Joey Cain, Pride 
president and one of the modera¬ 
tors of Monday’s meeting. “This 
one just lays the groundwork.” 

Agreed upon immediate goals 
include researching the cost and 
regulations of public property in¬ 
stallations; determining whether 
to move the donation fund to a fis¬ 
cal sponsor, such as Pride, so that 
donations can be tax deductible 
and kept under one roof; deciding 
whether bigger donors or grants 
should be sought as resources; and 
reaching out to all those influ¬ 
enced by Milk, including those 
who live outside of San Francisco. 

Other considerations include 
whether to delay larger communi¬ 
ty meetings until after the March 
elections, so that politicians as

Please read this leaflet carefully before you start taking NORVIR. 
Also, read it each time you get your NORVIR prescription refilled, 
just in case something has changed. Remember that this information 
does not take the place of careful discussions with your doctor when 
you start this medication and at check ups. 

You should remain under a doctor’s care when taking NORVIR and you 
should not change or stop treatment without first talking with your doctor. 
You should tell your doctor about any medicine you are taking or 
planning to take because taking NORVIR with some medications 
can result in serious or life-threatening problems. 

Talk to your doctor if you have any questions about NORVIR. Your 
doctor or pharmacist can also give you more information about NORVIR. 
What is NORVIR and how does it work? 

NORVIR is in a class of medicines called the HIV protease (PRO-tee- 
ase) inhibitors. NORVIR is used in combination with other anti-HIV 
medicines to treat people with human immunodeficiency virus (HIV) 
infection. NORVIR is for adults and for children age 2 years and older. 
HIV infection leads to the destruction of CD4 (T) cells, which are 
important to the immune system. After a large number of CD4 (T) 
cells have been destroyed, acquired immune deficiency syndrome 
(AIDS) develops. 

NORVIR blocks HIV protease, a chemical which is needed for HIV 
to multiply. NORVIR reduces the amount of HIV in your blood and 
increases the number of CD 4 (T) cells. Patients who took NORVIR 
in clinical studies had significant reductions in both death and AIDS 
defining diseases; however NORVIR may not have these effects in 
all patients. 

Does NORVIR cure HIV or AIDS? 

NORVIR does not cure HIV infection or AIDS. The long-term 
effects of NORVIR are not known at this time. People taking 
NORVIR may. still get opportunistic infections or other 
conditions that happen with HIV infection. Some of these 
conditions are pneumonia, herpes virus infections, and 
Mycobacterium avium complex (MAC) infections. 

Does NORVIR reduce the risk of passing HIV to others? 
NORVIR does not reduce the risk of passing HIV to others through 
sexual contact or blood contamination. Continue to practice safe sex 
and do not use or share dirty needles. 

How should I take NORVIR? 

• You should stay under a doctor’s care when taking NORVIR. Do 
not change your treatment or stop treatment without first talking 
with your doctor. 

• It is very important that you take NORVIR every day exactly as 
your doctor prescribed it. 

• The usual dose for adults is six 100 mg capsules or 7.5 mL of the 
oral solution twice a day (morning and night), in combination with 
other anti-HIV medicines. 

• The dosing of NORVIR may be different for you than for other 
patients. Follow the directions from your doctor, exactly as written 
on the label. 

•.Children from 2 to 16 years of age can also take NORVIR. The 
child’s doctor will decide the right dose based on the child’s height 
and weight. 

• Take NORVIR with food if possible. 

• NORVIR Oral Solution is peppermint/caramel flavored. You can 
take it alone, or improve the taste by mixing it with 8 ounces of 
chocolate milk, Ensure®, or Advera®. NORVIR Oral Solution 
should be taken within 1 hour if mixed with these items. Ask your 
doctor, nurse or pharmacist about other ways to improve the taste 
of NORVIR Oral Solution. 

• Do not change or stop taking NORVIR without first talking with 
your health care provider. 

• When your NORVIR supply starts to run low, get more from your 
doctor or pharmacy. This is very important because the amount of 
virus in your blood may increase if the medicine is stopped for 
even a short time. The virus may develop resistance to NORVIR 
and become harder to treat. 

• Be sure to set up a schedule and follow it carefully. 

• Only take medicine that has been prescribed specifically for you. 
Do not give NORVIR to others or take medicine prescribed for 
someone else. 

What should I do if I miss a dose of NORVIR? 

It is important that you do not miss any doses. If you miss a dose of 
NORVIR, take it as soon as possible and then take your next scheduled 
dose at its regular time. If it is almost time for your next dose, wait and 
take the next dose at the regular time. Do not double the next dose. 
What happens if I take too much NORVIR? 

If you think that you took more than the prescribed dose of this 
medicine, contact your local poison control center or emergency 
room immediately. 


As with all prescription medicines, NORVIR should be kept out of 
the reach of young children. NORVIR liquid contains a large amount 
of alcohol. If a toddler or young child accidentally drinks more than 
the recommended dose of NORVIR, it could make him/her sick from 
too much alcohol. Contact your local poison control center or 
emergency room immediately if this happens. 

Who should not take NORVIR? 

Together with your doctor, you need to decide whether NORVIR is 
right for you. 

• Do not take NORVIR if you are taking certain medicines. These 
could cause serious side effects that could cause death. Before you 
take NORVIR, you must tell your doctor about all the medicines you 
are taking or are planning to take. These include other prescription 
and nonprescription medicines and herbal supplements. 

For more information about medicines you should not take with 
NORVIR, please read the section “MEDICINES YOU SHOULD 
NOT TAKE WITH NORVIR.” 

• Do not take NORVIR if you have had a serious allergic reaction to 
NORVIR or any of its ingredients. 

Can I take NORVIR with other medications?* 

NORVIR may interact with other medicines, including those you 
take without a prescription. You must tell your doctor about all the 
medicines you are taking or are planning to take. 

MEDICINES YOU SHOULD NOT TAKE WITH NORVIR. 

• Do not take the following medicines with NORVIR because they can 
cause serious or life-threatening problems such as irregular 
heartbeat, breathing difficulties or excessive sleepiness could occur: 

Cordarone® (amiodarone) 

Ergotamine, ergonovine, methylergonovine, and 
dihydroergotamine such as Cafergot®, 

Migranal®, D.H.E 45®, and others 
Halcion® (triazolam) 

Hismanal® (astemizole) 

Orap® (pimozide) 

Propulsid® (cisapride) 

Quinidine, also known as Quinaglute®, Cardioquin®, 
Quinidex®, and others 
Rythmol® (propafenone) 

Seldane® (terfenadine) 

Tambocor® (flecainide) 

Vascor® (bepridil) 

Versed® (midazolam) 

• Do not take NORVIR with St. John’s wort (hypericum 
perforatum), an herbal product sold as a dietary supplement or 
products containing St. John’s .wort. Talk with your doctor if you 
are taking or are planning to take St. John’s wort. Taking St. John’s 
wort may decrease NORVIR levels and lead to increased viral load 
and possible resistance to NORVIR or cross-resistance to other 
antiretroviral medicines. 

• Do not take NORVIR with the cholesterol-lowering medicines 
Mevacor® (lovastatin) or Zocor® (simvastatin) because of possible 
serious reactions. There is also an increased risk of drug 
interactions between NORVIR and Lipitor® (atorvastatin); talk to 
your doctor before you take any of these cholesterol-reducing 
medicines with NORVIR. 

Medicines that may require dosage adjustments: 

It is possible that your doctor may need to increase or decrease the dose 
of other medicines when you are also taking NORVIR. Remember to 
tell your doctor all medicines you are taking or plan to take. 

• The following medicines require dose reduction if taken with 
NORVIR: 

If you are taking Viagra® (sildenafil), your doctor may 
lower your dose of Viagra. 

Before you take Viagra with NORVIR, talk to your doctor about 
possible drug interactions and side effects. If you take Viagra 
and NORVIR together, you may be at risk of side effects of 
Viagra such as low blood pressure, visual changes, and penile 
erection lasting more than 4 hours. If an erection lasts longer 
than 4 hours, you should get medical help immediately to avoid 
permanent damage to your penis. Your doctor can explain these 
symptoms to you. 

• If you are taking Oral contraceptives (“the pill”) to prevent 
pregnancy, your doctor should increase the dose or you should use 
a different type of contraception since NORVIR may reduce the 
effectiveness of oral contraceptives. 

• If you are taking Mycobutin® (rifabutin), your doctor will lower 
the dose of Mycobutin. 

• Other Special Considerations: 

NORVIR oral solution contains alcohol. Talk with your doctor if 
you are taking or planning to take metronidazole or disulfiram. 
Severe nausea and vomiting can occur. 

• If you are taking both didanosine (Videx) and NORVIR: 
Didanosine and NORVIR should be separated by at least 2.5 hours. 

• Rifampin, also known as Rimactane®, Rifadin®, Rifater®, or 
Rifamate®, may reduce blood levels of NORVIR. Be sure to tell 
your doctor if you are taking rifampin. 


Hepatitis C who take NORVIR may have worsening liver disease. 
Liver problems including rare cases of death have occurred in 
patients taking NORVIR. It is unclear if NORVIR caused these 
liver problems because some patients had other illnesses or were 
taking other medicines. 

• Some patients taking NORVIR can develop serious problems with 
their pancreas (pancreatitis) which may cause death. Tell your 
ddctor if you have nausea, vomiting, or abdominal pain. These 
may be signs of pancreatitis. 

• Some patients have large increases in triglycerides and cholesterol. 
The long-term chance of getting complications such as heart 
attacks or stroke due to increases in triglycerides and cholesterol 
caused by protease inhibitors is not known at this time. 

• Diabetes and high blood sugar (hyperglycemia) have occurred in 
patients taking protease inhibitors. Some patients had diabetes 
before starting protease inhibitors, others did not. Some patients 
need changes in their diabetes medication. Others needed new 
diabetes medication. 

• Changes in body fat have been seen in some patients taking 
antiretroviral therapy. These changes may include increased 
amount of fat in the upper back and neck (“buffalo hump”), breast 
and around the trunk. Loss of fat from the legs, arms and face may 
also happen. The cause and long term health effects of these 
conditions are not known at this time. 

• Some patients with hemophilia have increased bleeding with 
protease inhibitors. 

• Allergic reactions ranging from mild to severe have occurred in 
patients taking NORVIR. 

There have been other side effects noted in patients receiving 
NORVIR; however, these side effects may have been due to other 
medicines that patients were taking or to the illness itself. Some of 
these side effects can be serious. If you have questions about side 
effects, ask your doctor, nurse, or pharmacist. You should report any 
new or persistent symptoms to your doctor immediately. 

What should I tell my doctor before taking NORVIR? 

• If you are pregnant or planning to become pregnant: The effects of 
NORVIR on pregnant women or their unborn babies are not known. 

• If you are breast-feeding: Do not breast-feed if you are taking 
NORVIR. You should not breast-feed if you have HIV. If you are a 
woman who has or will have a baby, talk with your doctor about the 
best way to feed your baby. You should be aware that if your baby 
does not already have HIV, there is a chance that HIV can be 
transmitted through breast-feeding. 

• If you have liver problems: If you have liver problems or are 
infected with Hepatitis B or Hepatitis C, you should tell your 
doctor before taking NORVIR. 

• If you have diabetes: Some people taking protease inhibitors 
develop new or more serious diabetes or high blood sugar. Be sure 
to tell your doctor if you have diabetes or an increase in thirst 
and/or frequent urination.

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Desert AIDS Project 
director resigns

ohn Brown has resigned his 
post as executive director of 
Desert AIDS Project in Palm 
Springs, California. In a joint state¬ 
ment issued last week by Brown 
and DAP Board President Dr. An¬ 
drew Silver, Brown stated: “I am 
very proud of my time here with 
DAP but feel it is time to move on. 
I have had other opportunities 
presented to me, and feel this is the 
time to take this step in my career.” 

Brown was placed on adminis¬ 
trative leave last month and an in¬ 
vestigation was launched amid al¬ 
legations of misconduct regarding 
funds and operations. Warner En- 
gdahl, a former board president, 
has assumed the interim position 
of deputy executive director. 

Silver’s statement said: “John 
has been a tremendous asset to 
DAP for over five years, and his 
leadership has been a key to the 
expansion of the agency’s services 
and its overall growth.” 


and I’m sorry to see him go.” 

Jones added he particularly ap¬ 
plauds Brown’s “efforts to secure 
housing for PWAs. The whole sit¬ 
uation is unfortunate,” he said, 
“but it was handled by the board 
in the best way possible.” 

Brown’s longtime friend and a 
major donor to DAP, Paul Moore, 
told the B.A.R.: “It’s too bad that 
groundless accusations from ques¬ 
tionable and immoral people could 
end the solid work of a man of im¬ 
peccable character.” Moore added 
that “Brown’s reputation is intact. 
DAP is the loser in this situation.” 

Asked to comment on Moore’s 
statement, Branyon said in an e- 
mail: “Mr. Moore’s response is 
characteristic of the elitism that has 
led the Desert AIDS Project so far 
from its mission statement. The 
‘groundless accusations’ came not 
just from two or three people, but 
from 90 percent of the staff, previ¬ 
ous employees, volunteers, and 
clients once the internal investiga¬ 


tion was opened and it was safe to 
speak without the threat of termi¬ 
nation hanging overhead. Once 
again, Mr. Moore maligns the char¬ 
acters of people whom he has never 
met, in a situation about which he. 
obviously knows little, other than 
what is told to him at cocktail par¬ 
ties and ‘Silver Donor’ events.”

DAP will now conduct an ex¬ 
tensive executive search” to replace 
Brown. “We will find the best pos¬ 
sible candidate to fill John’s posi¬ 
tion,” said Silver. “While the search 
goes on all client services, 
fundraising, and other projects 
will continue to move forward.

DAP re¬ 
tained the services of Roberts & 
Associates, employment and labor 
attorneys. DAP reported the 
Roberts investigation has been 
completed, and that it “has not 
shown misuse of funds.” But “it 
did reveal management and oper¬ 
ational issues, some of which are 
consistent with organizations that 
have experienced rapid growth.” 

DAP added that “an assess¬ 
ment of the organizational struc¬ 
ture of the agency, including man¬ 
agement and staffing has been or¬ 
dered, and appropriate changes 
will be implemented in a timely 
manner.” 

. Green said the organization has 
restructured “every two to three 
years” as the agency has grown. He 
stressed DAP has been recognized 
for “our level of leadership.” 

Engdahl, former board presi¬ 
dent, assumed the interim posi¬ 
tion of deputy executive director 
last month. DAP is still aiming to 
fill the deputy position perma¬ 
nently, Silver said. 

The allegations of misconduct 
by Brown were brought forth by 
former DAP employee Ian Brany¬ 
on. He worked in an accounting 
position at DAP from February 
2001 to May 2003. Branyon said he 
had “told board President Andy Sil¬ 
ver about the problems two years 
ago. Nothing was done about it.” 

Palm Springs resident Cleve 
Jones, founder of the Names Pro¬ 
ject, told the B.A.R. that Brown 
“had a very clear vision about the 
direction of DAP.

Bush administration for policies 
that result in industry shipping 
jobs overseas. What are they going 
to say when money the federal 
government directly spends on re¬ 
search - and the patient care asso¬ 
ciated with that research - is 
shipped overseas? 

Care conundrum 

“Even though our mission is to 
help end the epidemic, our way of 
doing that is through research. We 
don’t do care, or at least we don’t 
say we do,” DAIDS deputy direc¬ 
tor Jonathan Kagan told the Janu¬ 
ary 26 meeting of the ARAC. Fed¬ 
eral law precludes the NIH from 
providing care; it can only do so 
within the context of research. 

But patients volunteer to par¬ 
ticipate in clinical trials for a vari¬ 
ety of reasons. For many PWAs, 
the most import reason is that it 
may be the only way for them to 
get access to care. 

The conundrum of Kagan’s 
honesty in saying that NIH does 
not discuss the care that it pro¬ 
vides through research has inhib¬ 
ited discussion of the impact that 
network reorganization will have 
on the provision of care to PWAs 
- so much so that the issue has not 
even come up at any of the multi¬ 
ple public meetings that have dis¬ 
cussed network reorganization 
over the last six months. 

“We are trying to do everything, 
everywhere in the world, and yet, we 
were already stretched thin when we 
were trying to manage domestic 
HIV. Now the same people are basi¬ 
cally trying to extend themselves to 
manage things internationally,”

ARAC meeting. As director of the 
NIH Clinical Center he is an ex of¬ 
ficio member of ARAC. 

“It just seems to me that this is 
much to diffuse and we have to face 
the fact that we can’t do all of these 
things with the people and the re¬ 
sources that we have,” Masur added. 

The Adult Clinical Trials 
Group is the largest of the treat¬ 
ment trials networks. Over time 
its focus has shifted from “is drug 
A better than drug B” to more in¬ 
tense studies trying to figure out 
how best to use the increasing 
number of therapeutic options - 
a complex matrix of what combi¬ 
nations and in what orders - and 
also in identifying biological 
markers that give an early indica¬ 
tion if a patient is vulnerable to a 
toxicity, lipodystrophy, or another 
problem that may be associated 
with a particular drug. 

Robert “Chip” Schooley head¬ 
ed up the ACTG executive com¬ 
mittee for many years and now is 
focusing on international re¬ 
search. With new classes of drugs 
like integrase inhibitors and entry 
inhibitors coming along, he be¬ 
lieves, “We’ll get a much faster an¬ 
swer learning how to use them if 
we have the tools in place when 
they come along.” 

He added, “The international 
program is an important compo¬ 
nent, but at the same time, it won’t 
be effective if we don’t have the 
domestic program upon which to 
build it.” 

Driving forces 

Two things are driving the in¬ 
ternational move. One is the com¬ 
mitment to implement treatment 
in the developing world and the 
other is the buildup to phase III 
trials for AIDS vaccines and mi- 
crobicides. 

A drug trial generally requires 
a few hundred patients to deter¬ 
mine efficacy, while some complex 
trials comparing multiple drug 
regimens or treatment strategies 
need a few thousand patients. 

In contrast, the Thai vaccine 
trial now under way is enrolling 
16,000 participants. Most future 
vaccine and microbicide trials will 
be of a similar or larger scale. 

DAIDS director Tramont fears 
that an early vaccine trial will 
show a low 10-20 percent level of 
protection. It won’t be enough to 


begin to vaccinate the population 
at large, but it may be sufficient to 
require that it replace the placebo 
used in current trials. 

That means even bigger and 
longer trials for follow-up vaccine 
candidates in order to detect 
modest improvements in protec¬ 
tion. And the cost of those trTals 
could go up exponentially. Vaccine 
trials hold the potential to eat up 
the entire AIDS research budget. 

Nobody is questioning the 
need for these international pro¬ 
grams; the issue is how to pay for 
them. Must that be at the expense 
of domestic programs? 

A way out 

The trials network restructur¬ 
ing is occurring through adminis¬ 
trative channels where senior 
NIAID officials are doing the best 
job they can to identify and fund 
the highest research priorities 
within the context of the budget 
limitations they are given. 

Two ways out of the crisis and 
its implications for AIDS research 
and care in the U.S. are to add 
more money to the mix, or move 
the decision-making to another 
level where factors other than the 
scientific research agenda can be 
considered. Congress controls the 
purse strings and can design 
changes that protect patients and 
researchers from harm. 

The entire NIH budget for 
AIDS research this year is about 
$2.8 billion. NIAID gets slightly 
less than half of that but it has 
funded the vaccine research effort 
virtually by itself. Perhaps other 
institutes should contribute more 
toward that effort, though that 
might take money away from 
other research such as AIDS-relat¬ 
ed mental health issues or coin¬ 
fections such as hepatitis C. 

Another option would be to 
fund much of the expanded inter¬ 
national HIV research agenda 
through other sources, rather than 
take it away from domestic re¬ 
search and the care that it sup¬ 
ports. President Bush’s interna¬ 
tional AIDS initiative would be a 
logical place to look. 

Concern also should be paid to 
preserving the research capacity 
and accompanying provision of 
care that has taken so long to es¬ 
tablish at major research centers 
in the U.S. ▼

phone calls about jump-starting 
the fundraising drive. (Since that 
article, another $460 was raised, 
according to the controller’s of¬ 
fice.) Groups that were reportedly 
tapped to help with, the Milk 
memorial were also busy with 
elections, and privately, some ac¬ 
tivists said that relations would 
need to be mended between Gon¬ 
zalez and the Milk Club before the 
project partnership could resume 
(the Milk Club endorsed Supervi¬ 
sor Tom Ammiano for mayor). 
Likewise, the Lavender Greens, the 
local LGBT Green Party group, 
had planned to help raise funds 
for the memorial bust, but be¬ 


tween the recall election and Gon¬ 
zalez’s mayoral run, did not have 
the time to donate to the project. 

New beginning 

That has all changed, as Mon¬ 
day’s meeting included represen¬ 
tatives from Gonzalez’s office, the 
Milk Club, and the Lavender 
Greens, as well as Supervisor 
Bevan Dufty’s office, the office of 
Board of Equalization Chair¬ 
woman Carole Migden, and long¬ 
time LGBT community members 
and friends of Milk. Ammiano, 
who was delayed at City Hall and 
could not attend, told the B.A.R. 
that he has since been in contact 
with the working group and “I be¬ 
lieve they’re on the right track. I’ll 
do whatever I need to do to help. 
We’ll work with Gonzalez’s office 


and we’ll work with Dufty’s office 
to make something happen.” 

Monday’s meeting ended on a 
similarly positive note, with par¬ 
ticipants optimistic that funds 
could be raised and that planning 
is moving forward.

he would support a federal consti¬ 
tutional amendment if “activist 
judges” continued to pressure 
states into granting gays the right 
to marry. His comments were di¬ 
rected at the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court which has 
ordered lawmakers in that state to 
offer gay marriage by this spring. 

“This potential amendment 
outlined by the president targets 
the lesbian, gay, bisexual, trans¬ 
gender, and questioning commu¬ 
nity by threatening to take away 
individual liberty and freedom 
that every American is entitled to. 
That is not acceptable,” said New¬ 
som in his statement. “We have 
fought hard to ensure that every 
American is entitled to equality 
under the law. The amendment 
President Bush discussed on Tues¬ 
day would promote prejudice and 
discrimination, which our nation 
has been fighting for decades. The 
Constitution is meant to protect 
Americans from discrimination, 
not subject us to it. This is a terri¬ 
ble idea and I urge the president to 
reconsider his position.” 

Stopped at SFO 

McKay said next week the 
group will be asking Newsom for 
his support at a rally on the steps 
to City Hall before going to the 
cterk’s office. 

“Maybe it will include that they 
give out licenses to couples that 
ask,” said McKay, who herself re¬ 
cently experienced the limitations 
of a domestic partnership. 


clerk-recorder for Contra Costa 
County, said he does not see how 
any.clerk in the state could issue 
marriage licenses to gay couples. 

“I am convinced under Cali¬ 
fornia law that as county clerk I 
cannot issue marriage licenses,” 
said Weir. “San Francisco doesn’t 
operate under different laws than 
say, Contra Costa.” 

But because San Francisco is a 
charter city, and the county clerk 
is not an elective office, Weir said 
he believes the mayor could dis¬ 
solve the clerk’s office, though said 
he didn’t know what other entity 
in San Francisco could do the 
clerk’s function. 

“It wouldn’t accomplish any¬ 
thing for you,” he said. “I know it 
is a political move to heighten this 
issue and it may be an issue of 
going to the courts.” 

It is unclear what steps the city 
can, or will, take in granting gays 
marriage licenses. While the two 
openly gay members of the Board 
of Supervisors, Bevan Dufty and 
Tom Ammiano, are both in sup¬ 
port of gay marriage, neither be¬ 
lieves taking rights away from oth¬ 
ers would be a productive strate¬ 
gy^ 

“A more practical strategy is to 
work with our straight allies to 
make everything happen,” said 
Ammiano, though he added, “I 
like the construct. It makes sense 
in a social justice way.” 

Dufty said, “It is inequitable 
that gays and lesbians cannot have 
civil marriage and we shouldn’t 
have anything less. But I am not 
sure of denying others the right to 
marriage.” 

Dufty said he has heard from

On January 30, upon returning 
from Thailand with her domestic 
partner, Davina Kotulski, McKay 
was stopped by U.S. Customs at 
San Francisco International Air- 
port_and told that she and her 
partner were “not a family” and 
would not be able to pass through 
U.S. Customs until they complet¬ 
ed separate forms as singles. 

In a statement following the 
incident, Kotulski noted that de¬ 
spite all the expensive legal docu¬ 
mentation and a statewide do¬ 
mestic partnership registry, gay 
couples still cannot secure the 
most basic right of being able to 
fill out one form together as a 
“family” at the U.S. Customs desk. 

“It was humiliating,” said Ko¬ 
tulski, who has been with McKay 
for eight years. “This is more proof 
to me that anything less than mar¬ 
riage means second-class status.” 

MECA has joined with Equali¬ 
ty California to push for passage 
of Assemblyman Mark Leno’s gay 
marriage bill. The openly gay De¬ 
mocrat from San Francisco is ex¬ 
pected to introduce the measure 
next Thursday. If passed, it would 
sanction civil marriage for Cali¬ 
fornia same-sex couples. 

Geoff Kors, executive director 
of EQCA, said California’s family 
code currently defines marriage as 
a contract between a man and a 
woman. However, he noted the 
state’s Constitution also provides 
for equal protection .under the 
law, an argument used to offer 
same-sex couples the same tax 
breaks as married couples. 

“The Constitution doesn’t 
allow for discrimination in the 
context of the gender of the part¬ 
ner. It doesn’t deny lesbian or gay 
people equal protection under the 
law. Equal protection needs to 
apply to everyone,” he said. 

Steve Weir, the openly gay 


several people regarding the issue 
and his response he said was “I 
didn’t dismiss it nor embrace it.” 

“I am open to having a discus¬ 
sion. I try not to be dismissive of 
ideas, that is what representation 
is about - exploring and pursuing 
ideas, seeing what ramifications 
are there, and how it folds into 
broader strategies,” added Dufty. 

Both have asked City Attorney 
Dennis Herrera’s office for advice. 
Ammiano said he believes it is a 
state issue, and Dufty said he has 
yet to hear back from Herrera’s of¬ 
fice. City attorney spokesman 
Matt Dorsey did not return a call 
seeking comment. 

McKay said she believes the 
issue does fall within the city’s 
purview, and cited Ammiano’s 
2003 resolution that declared San 
Francisco supports gay marriage 
and asked the state to repeal its 
discriminatory marriage laws. 

“We are not opposed to mar¬ 
riage but opposed to marriage dis¬ 
crimination,” said McKay. “The 
city and county should do every¬ 
thing in its power so that it does¬ 
n’t implicitly endorse same-sex 
discrimination by refusing to 
hand out marriage licenses to San 
Francisco residents.” ▼

Pier Paolo without peer 


Four films by 
Pasolini at Yerba 
Buena Center 

by David Lamble 

A s one of the queerest figures in modern cin¬ 
ema, Pier Paolo Pasolini is impossible to ig¬ 
nore, although often hard to embrace or even 
like. This month, Yerba Buena Center for the 
Arts presents Pasolini: The Erotic Films, new 35mm 
prints of the last four films of the prolific filmmaker, 
screenwriter, essayist, poet, critic and novelist. 

A mass of contradictions even for a 20th-century 
Italian, Pasolini, who shared his birth year, 1922, with 
Italy’s uniquely homegrown Fascism, was the prod¬ 
uct of a classical education whose leading patron was 
Mussolini. A major filmmaker, Pasolini had only one 
apparent teacher (his longtime director of photogra¬ 
phy Tonino delli Colli) and few obvious disciples (a 
19-year-old Bernardo Bertolucci apprenticed on the 
set of Accattone and would later serve as a pallbearer). 
In a time when filmmakers are flattered with the label 


of visual poet, Pasolini was not only an actual poet 
but is ranked among Italy’s best poetic voices of the 
20th century, as well as a political writer on a first- 
name basis with the likes of Jean-Paul Sartre. 

Fie was a mama’s boy (he is buried next to his 
mother), a lover of boys (of the street-urchin vari¬ 
ety; one of whom, Giuseppe Pelosi, is believed to 
have murdered him), and a lifelong member of the 
Italian Communist Party. He waged a lifetime war 
with many of the Party’s leading apparatchiks. As 
Catholic as the Pope and the maker of profoundly 
religious films ( Accattone , Teorema and The Gospel 
According to Saint Matthew) , at the same time he was 
a bitterly outspoken foe of the Italian Church. A clos¬ 
et painter, Pasolini was a Leonardo for the tabloid 
media age, a Renaissance man who came to reject 
most of the trappings of modern industrial society, 
with its insidious consumerism. Sadly, for Pasolini, 
who could not help lusting after poor boys (his 1955 
novel was aptly titled Ragazzi di vita, or Boys of Life), 
he came to despise the generation of boys whose 
rude passions had been sedated by television.

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Gala minus the gay 

San Francisco Ballet season opener

rying to understand why we 
were so disappointed in the 
San Francisco Ballet’s ano¬ 
dyne opening-night gala last 
Wednesday, my friend said, 
“There wasn’t anything gay about 
it.” Since she’s a 50ish matron with 
teenage children and straight as 
the proverbial arrow, she could 
have meant “gay” in the original 
sense of “fun.” But she didn’t, and 
I knew exactly what she meant. 
Previous galas had taken risks, 
were sexy or even outrageous. 
They had style, pizzazz, juice. This 
gala was as dry, proper and cor¬ 
porate as a Martha Stewart board- 
room meeting. 

Lest you think we were just 
waxing nostalgic for no reason, 
we started to recall pieces we had 
liked at previous galas. In 1997, 
for instance, was the night of the 
two same-sex duets. Ivonice 
Satie’s Shogun had Chris Stowell 
and David Palmer, bare-chested 
and wielding fans like samurai 
swords, facing off in a duet about 
friendship? combat? sex? you 
name it. Then Yuan Yuan Tan and 
Muriel Maffre stretched their 
long, spidery limbs in a contest of 
insect dominatrixes in Pandora 
Dance, the most ambiguous ballet 
ever created by the supposedly 
staid Helgi Tomasson. 

In 2000, we saw Hans van 
Manen’s Solo, a spectacular dis¬ 
play for three hunky guys; and last 
year, Tomasson made the bravura 
Concerto Grosso for six of the 
company’s brightest young men, 
including the French newcomer 
Pascal Molat. There was not a sin¬ 
gle whiff of moonlight or roses in 
these piece's, especially gratifying 
from Tomasson, who has been 
unfairly criticized as a Balanchine 
clone, though his doggedly 
earnest choreography is nothing 
like Mr. B’s. (We should be so 
lucky.) 

The point is that these pieces 
had a common thread: unconven¬ 
tional pairings, ambiguous/an¬ 
drogynous sexuality, or volatile 
kinetic movement designed to ex¬ 
cite and enthrall. And they did, so 
much so that we remembered 
them clearly even if we couldn’t 
always name the dancers or the 
music. Nothing trotted out last 
Wednesday came even close. 

Two of Tomasson’s pieces, Twi¬ 
light (music by Mendelssohn) and 
the unicorn’s solo from Chi Lin 
(music by Bright Sheng), are not 
among his more felicitous offer¬ 
ings. 

I am still offended by the fake 
chinoiserie of Chi Lin, especially as 
it was made specifically for Tan, 
SFB’s Shanghai-born diva. She 
doesn’t appear to think she is 
being exploited, but my friend, 
who hadn’t seen the piece before, 
was horrified by its imperial im¬ 
plications. We both find Tan rav¬ 
ishing, but would prefer to watch 
her long extensions unfold in less 
sexist and racist choreography. As 
for Twilight, it was made for Joan¬ 
na Berman, who never looked 
comfortable dancing it with Yuri 
Possokhov. Lorena Feijoo was 
more convincing because she can 
make jumping jacks look sexy, but 
the actual partnering is still awk¬ 
wardly designed. 

Biker break 

Much better was Tomasson’s 
Two Bits, two solos and a pas de 
deux set to a couple of Aaron Jay 
Kernis’ 100 Greatest Hits for Gui- 
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Joan Boada and Kristin Long raised 


tar. Wearing raunchy biker-bar 
costumes by Sandra Woodall, 
Tina LeBlanc and Guennadi Ned- 
viguine previewed this week’s Don 
Quixote partnership. They are 
both cute, fast and sharp techni¬ 
cians. 

The evening’s only premiere 
was an excerpt from Christopher 
Wheeldon’s There Where She 
Loved, in which the relationship 
of Maffre and Pierre-Francois Vi- 
lanoba disintegrated to Kurt 
Weill’s “Je ne t’aime pas.” Sung 
with overwrought vocal manner¬ 
isms, a la Edith Piaf, and swoop¬ 
ing arm and hand gestures by 
Elise Ross Rattle, the song’s mes¬ 
sage, “I don’t love you anymore,” 
was clearer in the music than in 
the choreography. Frankly, the 
similar “Surabaya Johnny” duet 
from Tomasson’s Nannas Lied 
(especially when danced by 
LeBlanc) is a more powerful 
demonstration of painfully unre¬ 
quited love. 

The only thing all evening that 
raised the temperature was the 
tawdry pas de deux from Petipa’s 
Le Corsaire, a pas de trois in the 
original, but who’s counting? 
Kristin Long has dropped the 
cheerleader aspect that spoiled 
her work for me for many years 
and become a genuine ballerina, 
haughty and grand. She didn’t 
quite make it to 32 fouettes, but 
her chaine turns and other balle¬ 
rina tricks were just fine. Add the 
self-regarding Joan Boada, in 
slinky black tights and bare chest, 
soaring through split jumps, trav¬ 
eling turns and producing pirou¬ 
ettes a la seconde with machine 
precision, and you had the kind of 
inconsequential high voltage that 
a gala should regularly produce. 

The second half of the pro¬ 
gram was devoted to Kenneth 
MacMillan’s Elite Syncopations, a 
piece which does not wear well, 
despite the charming onstage mu,- 
sical performance of rags by Scott 
Joplin, Joseph Lamb and Max 
Morath by pianist/conductor 
Michael McGraw and his band.

And so the timing was right 
when the creative team with 
whom LeGree had worked in the 
German production of Starlight 
Express signed on to create a US 
tour, and then invited LeGree to 
recreate his performance as 
Poppa. His spirits have been 
buoyed by the reviews that invari¬ 
ably single him out for praise. 

“They’ve been very kind to 
me,” he said from Los Angeles. “I 
don’t think anyone expected that 
kind of reaction. I’m very pleased 
by the fact that they even notice 
me.” 

As Poppa, he tries to convince 
a little steam engine named Rusty 
that he has the right 
stuff to beat modern lo¬ 
comotives with names 
like Greaseball and 
Electra in a cutthroat 
race that frames the all¬ 
train story. With a cast 
on roller-skates and in 
elaborate costumes, 

Starlight Express 
opened in London 
in 1984 and ran for 
an astonishing 1? 
years. A Broadway 
production didn’t fare nearly as 
well. 

In the German city of 
Bochum, a stadium-like theater 
was built especially for Starlight 
Express, and that run continues 
after more than 15 years. For 
nearly five of those 15 years, 
LeGree played Poppa. 

“It’s the ultimate of .what this 
show should be,” he said of the 
German production. “It has race 
tracks built on two different levels 
that go out into the audience, and 
the main stage is three stories high 
with ramps and a real suspension 
bridge. I had to do the races, and 
it was a lot of fun, but it never got 
easy.” 

When he heajd he wouldn’t 
have to do the races on the US 
tour, it was an additional entice¬ 
ment to take the job. In fact, no¬ 
body is doing the races - at least 
not live. They are now shown in a 
3-D movie that audiences watch 
through supplied glasses.

Though building race tracks 
into each theater on a tour is un¬ 
derstandably unfeasible, it still 
seems a bit of a comedown to 
have the races prerecorded. But 
reviewers have enjoyed 
the film, and LeGree 
was similarly won over. 
“It’s exciting the way it’s 
done,” he said. 

LeGree is the oldest 
member pf the compa¬ 
ny, but he’s used to this 
seniority. “Actually, 
when I first went to 
Europe to do Hair, 
I was the oldest 
member of the 
company, and they called me 
Poppa even though I was only 
30something. I tell people I’ve 
been grown since I was 5.1 have 
an old-man and silly-kid spirit 
mixed together.” 

LeGree hopes his next project 
will be the completion of a 
recording based on a performance 
piece he has done. “It looks like it 
will be-very marketable, even at 
my age.” 

Does LeGree feel old? “No,” he 
said, “but then again, I work in a 
business where they hire em¬ 
bryos.”

Revelatory vision 

'Midsummer Night's Dream'

jj t’s a magical world that Shake- 
|| speare created for A Midsum- 
II mer Night’s Dream, so why 
can’t it conjure up Popeye and 
Olive Oyl, ninja movies, bur¬ 
lesque routines, and even a little 
Chandler Bing from Friends? 
Quite possibly none of these ref¬ 
erences were considered by direc¬ 
tor Anne Bogart and her SITI 
Company of actors, but their pro¬ 
duction at San Jose Rep is clearly 
informed by a century of contem¬ 
porary entertainment. The happy 
news is that it works. 

Bogart founded the SITI Com¬ 
pany in 1992 to promote Suzuki 
acting styles which call for expres¬ 
sive rather than descriptive move¬ 
ments. Some past results have 
been more challenging than re¬ 
warding, but in this case Bogart 
cuts through to the dramatic and 
comic cores of the play. 

On a stage with a mirrored 
surface and backed by a mural of 


a clouded sky (set by Neil Patel) 
and virtually no other scenery 
other than what Christopher Ak- 
erlind’s lighting evokes, the focus 
is on the eight actors as they create 
two dozen characters who popu¬ 
late a royal court in Athens, an en¬ 
chanted forest, and a company of 
vagabond performers. Moments 
of confusion as players morph be¬ 
tween characters soon turn into 
another layer of theatrical imagi¬ 
nation, with Gabriel Berry’s De¬ 
pression-era costumes providing 
identifying aid. 

While movement is key in a 
SITI production, the words here 
are given clear yet often novel de¬ 
livery that allows for occasional 
casually modern inflections with¬ 
out harming the stuff of Shake¬ 
speare. The second act could 
probably do without a superflu¬ 
ous display of Viewpoints, anoth¬ 
er of Bogart’s favored techniques 
that in this case looks like a post¬ 
modern square dance. 

The cast is a wonder of disci¬ 
pline, versatility, and personality. 


pivotal time in his life, and his 
temporary return also comes at a 
key moment.

' SEDUCTION' opens at New Conservatory Theatre Center

"k laywright Jack Heffner’s last 
new play written for New 
Conservatory Theatre Cen¬ 
ter didn’t bode well for the cur¬ 
rent world premiere. Key West, 
seen in 1999, was clumsy in its 
pandering/scolding approach to 
gay sex at a clothing-optional re¬ 
sort. But SEDUCTION (needless¬ 
ly in all caps) succeeds because it 
doesn’t try to be about anything 
but cold, hard, mutually exploita¬ 
tive sex, and, more specifically, the 
rationalizations needed to at least 
briefly warm it up. 

Some of the credit must go to 
Arthur Schniztler’s La Ronde, the 
1900 play of 10 two-character 
scenes with one character moving 
into the next scene to link the se¬ 
ductions from one story to the 
next. It’s a scenario that easily 
lends itself to tales of gay promis¬ 
cuity, though it’s worth noting 
that turn-of-the-century Viennese 
heterosexuals got there first. 

Heifner isn’t the first playwright 
to create a modern-day adaptation 
of La Ronde. David Hare loosely 
based The Blue Room on Schnit- 
zler’s play, though the London and 
Broadway productions were most¬ 
ly noted for the subtle glimpses of 
a naked Nicole Kidman. 

There is nothing subtle or 
artistic about the frequent nudity 
in Christopher Jenkins’ produc¬ 
tion, but it can hardly be called 
out of place in a play in which 
every scene leads to sex. In each of 
the 10 scenes, there is a seducer 
and a seduced, though these are 
often roles that the participants 
take on for their own erotic needs.

We know we aren’t in Vienna 
anymore when, as the lights dim, 
a rap song in which “motherfuck¬ 
er” is the dominant lyric is played 
as a hustler and a sailor meet near 
a big city’s docks. Then it’s the 
sailor and a Southern guy in the 
backroom of a gay bar. The 
Southern guy moves onto his 
handyman job at a fancy home, 
where he is alone with the spoiled 
son home from college. The stu¬ 
dent then ends up with... Well, 
you get the idea. 

Heifner has done a good job at 
creating brief, but intense scenes 
filled with tension even as we 
know the outcome. He can also 
write very funny dialogue. An 
actor who wants a good role from 


a playwright tells him, “You’re my 
Miller. You’re my Chekvov. You’re 
my Wendy Wasserstein.” 

Sometimes, though, bits of di¬ 
alogue that seem to belong to an¬ 
other century slip into the con¬ 
temporary proceedings. 

There are five actors in the cast, 
and each plays two roles. Christo¬ 
pher Maikish, Bradford J. Shreve, 
Scott Smith, Matthew Socha and 
Jasbn Wong all do strong work 
and actually look like the charac¬ 
ters they are supposed to be. 

SEDUCTION runs just 70 
minutes and is played without in¬ 
termission to sustain the play-it- 
forward energy of the play. But 
the set changes between each 
scene are cumbersome and un- 


Rock V rollers 

' Memphis' mines R&B styles

| f you love musicals, you gotta 

love TheatreWorks. Instead of 

rehashing the same tried-and- 
true tuners that are the staple of 
so many theaters, this Peninsula 
company not only seeks out the 
new and unusual, but is also in the 
business of encouraging new 
works from significant creators. 

The latest example is Memphis, 
a world premiere that sets out to 
replay a key moment in American 
musical history through the story 
of a man who could not rise to the 
greatness of the sociological 
changes he helped engender. He is 
Huey Calhoun, a character loose¬ 
ly based on Memphis DJ Dewey 
Phillips, who brought rocking 
black music to white listeners 
when Truman was still President. 

Memphis is the creation of Joe 
DiPietro, a playwright and lyricist 
whose I Love You, You're Perfect, 
Now Change is the longest run¬ 
ning musical revue in off-Broad- 
way history. The entirely new 
score, written in 1950s R&B and 
rock styles, is by David Bryan, 
whose regular job is on keyboards 
with Bon Jovi. 

But the production’s biggest 
asset has to be Chad Kimball’s 
high-octane performance as Huey 
Calhoun. Kimball has created a 
charismatic maniac with a body 
always in motion and a mouth in 
overdrive. His boyish appeal and 


enthusiasm give his unlikely rise 
to radio and TV stardom a credi¬ 
ble foundation. Those qualities 
fade in the less-successful second 
act, which is devoted to Huey’s 
self-destructive behavior and a 
downfall fueled by pills and 
liquor. With a single exception, 
the fierce racial divides of the time 
are simply swept away by the force 
of Huey’s personality. 

Kimball effectively puts across 
one of the show’s strongest songs, 
the infectious “The Music of My 
Soul,” but the score tends toward a 
gray sameness when trying to 
recreate the ’50s sounds, and both 
music and lyrics can grow feeble 
when the authors try to concoct 
such novelty songs as “Sin, Degra¬ 
dation, and Communism” and 
“Little Ol’ Doggie Named 
Dougie.” 

Another asset is Montego 
Glover’s performance as Felicia, 
an R&B singer whose relationship 
with Huey falls apart as his career 
collapses and hers takes off. 
Glover is an appealing performer 
with a strong voice that gets sev¬ 
eral opportunities to shine. 

Gabriel Barre’s direction is 
polished, but the production suf¬ 
fers when the underpopulation of 
its cast becomes obvious in the 
dance numbers.

'Touching the Void'

A new docudrama about 
the improbable survival 
of two young British 
mountain-climbers in the Pe¬ 
ruvian Andes reminds me of 
an important reason why we 
go to the movies. In Touching 
the Void, director Kevin Mac¬ 
Donald punctures all of my 
fantasies about how cool it 
might be to follow a strapping 
hunk up sheer cliffs that 
would'give a mountain goat 
vertigo. In a film narrated by 
the actual climbers, Joe Simp¬ 
son and Simon Yates (based on Simpson’s 1988 book), but reenacted 
by actors and stunt doubles, we’re along for the ride as Simpson and 
Yates make a seemingly effortless climb to a 21,000-ft.-high summit in 
the Huayhuash range, never before conquered, only to discover to their 
horror, as Simpson informs us, “80% of accidents happen on descent.” 

One of Void’s many pleasures is the contrast in style between the 
off-handed intimacy of Simpson’s storytelling and the amazing pho¬ 
tography that gives the mountains an otherworldly feel. We see de¬ 
tails that Simpson and Yates might have been too cold and too dis¬ 
oriented to have appreciated. 

The men were connected together by a rope. When Simpson 
slipped on an icy patch and fell 20 feet down the slope, he not only 
shattered a leg but turned himself into a dead weight that threatened 
to pull both him and his partner off the cliffs to their certain death. 

What happened next created a moral dilemma for Yates. While 
spending the better part of a day trying to lower Simpson safely 
down the mountain (without knowing if his friend was still alive), 
Yates ultimately made the decision to cut. the rope and save himself. 
Simpson, alone and trapped in a deep ice-crater, confesses that his 
exertions over the next several days were mostly an effort to keep 
from dying alone. 

Void escapes the pitfall of almost all narrated movies that the film 
will seem anti-climactic because its hero lived to tell his tale. Void also 
demonstrates the underlining psychology behind all extreme sports, 
while making the best case for a mass conversion to Zen Buddhism 
since Apocalypse Now. ▼

Whole In a documentary that 
crosses a psychic frontier, director 
Melody Gilbert explores the lives 
of people whose definition of 
“wholeness” requires losing a 
limb. A doctor introducing the 
subject explains that this little-un¬ 
derstood medical condition re¬ 
sembles the predicament of peo¬ 
ple seeking gender-reassignment 
surgery. 

Not all loved ones are under¬ 
standing of the partner’s need to 
lose a limb. A woman who has 
promised to leave her husband if 
he goes through with his amputa¬ 
tion plans chuckles about how 
she’ll reply to questions about her 
future divorce. “My husband 
chose to cut off his leg rather than 
stay married to me.” (Women’s 
Bldg, 2/8,14) 

Another film that takes an un¬ 
orthodox view of body changes, 
the ultimate one, is Blue Hadaegh 
and Grower Babcock’s A Certain 
Kind of Death, an unstinting and 
unsentimental look at the LA 
Coroner’s Office’s mission to care 
for the City of Angels’ yearly har¬ 
vest of roughly 1,600 unclaimed 


bodies. We follow the fate of three 
middle-aged men found dead and 
alone in shabby apartments and 
transient hotel rooms. Hadaegh 
and Babcock summon up a kind 
of visual poetry in the arrange¬ 
ment of everyday objects left be¬ 
hind by the dead: one especially 
poignant sequence has the coro¬ 
ner’s staff uncovering a playbill for 
an erotic film role played three 
decades before by the deceased, a 
gay man. 

The film notes small ironies: a 
dead man who had the foresight 
to sign the papers authorizing his 
future embalming; and the sight 
of county workers pouring un¬ 
claimed cremation ashes into an 
unmarked grave. (Women’s Bldg, 
2/8,13) 

Nobody Needs to Know An 

edgy exploration of the world of a 
New York actress who’s hit the 
wall auditioning for pretentious 
directors. Director Azazel Jacobs 
keeps us interested with grainy 
black-and-white shots of Manhat¬ 
tan, as it looks now and as it has 
looked for decades. Audition tapes 
of women improvising a death 
scene (attired only in a white slip) 
alternate with security-camera 
shots of a black male narrator giv¬ 
ing a free-form monologue on the 
state of the world. Story elements 
mix and match like jazz solos, the 
film putting body language and 
the subtext of daily life ahead of 
plot, with results that have an odd 
hypnotic effect. The ride is more 
important than the destination. 
(Roxie, 2/8,11,14) 

Outpatient Director/writer Alex

wartime Italy of his own early 
adulthood, the time just before 
the death of Mussolini and just 
after the execution of his own 
brother Guido, a victim of parti¬ 
san fighters loyal to Tito. In an 
outlaw republic defended by the 
retreating German Army in 1944, 
Salo imagines a country estate 
taken over by a Fascist dream- 
team of four sadists (representing 
the Church, the aristocracy, the 
banking class, and the politicians) 
who kidnap 16 boys and girls. In 
keeping with Pasolini’s prejudices, 
bourgeoisie youth are sacrificial 
lambs, meant to atone for the sins 
of their class. 

Salo unfolds in three chapters: 
manias, excrement, and blood. 
Pasolini uses the book’s story¬ 
telling format to structure the ex¬ 
plicit depiction of increasingly 
grotesque tortures on the youth, 
whose fate, crudely put, is to eat 
shit and die. 

One watches with a mixture of 


boredom, dread and repulsed 
horror as Pasolini unfolds a very 
modern vision of the State as the 
ultimate hell, with metaphors 
redolent of the foulest odors of 
the last century: concentration 
camps, the gulag, the genocidal 
state run amok. The boys and girls 
are, without exception, beautiful 
creatures, and it’s a mark of Pa¬ 
solini’s skillful manipulation of 
emotion-distancing devices, par¬ 
ticularly long shots or scenes of 
mutilation and murder viewed 
through opera glasses by the 
“President” of Salo, that he elicits 
neither arousal, sympathy nor 
pity from his audience. Viewers 
are, in some odd way, also victims: 
watching this film for all of its 117 
chilling minutes is a litmus test for 
something. Pasolini apparently 
felt that television made brain- 
numbed mutants of its audience, 
and Salo is maybe a test-run of 
how it might be done by an Or¬ 
wellian auteur. 

Ironically, scenes from Salo 
would be invoked at the trial of 
Pelosi, his accused murderer, as 
evidence that Pasolini was himself 


some kind of special monster. 
Pelosi would finally receive a Dan 
White-like sentence and proceed 
to spend a life in and out of jail for 
a series of petty crimes. The life of 
Peipsi thus echoed a Pasolini 
novel, as if the slum-boy killer 
were a creature of his victim. 
(YBCA, 2/27-28) 

As fervid in his pursuit of great 
minds as he was of slum youth, 
Pasolini would put his own 
unique stamp on works by 
Sophocles, Euripides, Boccaccio 
and De The Yerba Buena se¬ 
ries features the trilogy of films 
that, in the early ’70s, would make 
the name Pasolini an art-cinema 
brand-name. 

The Decameron According to 
Pasolini’s American biographer 
Barth Schwartz, Pier Paolo was in¬ 
spired to do his Boccaccio film 
while flying on a plane “that was 
carrying me to Turkey for the 
shooting of Medea [with Maria 
Callas]. It was a great desire to 
laugh which inspired The De¬ 
cameron .”

rchitects are not known for 
modesty, and great archi¬ 
tects are usually character¬ 
ized by their lack of it! But even in 
a field of eccentrics, the late Louis 
Kahn stands out. In My Architect, 
filmmaker Nathaniel Kahn 
(Louis’ illegitimate son) goes on a 
cinematic search to understand 
the father he never really knew. 

Louis Kahn died in 1974 of a 
heart attack, on the floor of the 
Men’s Room at New York City’s 
Pennsylvania Station. At the time, 
he was bankrupt. His great works 
were few, and his temperament 
was that of an artist who was not 
willing to compromise his artistic 
vision to accommodate the needs 
of his clients. As a result, he lost 
many important commissions 
waiting for an employer who 
could understand and share his 
unique perspective. His master- 
works are the Salk Institute in La 
Jolla, the Kimball Art Museum in 
Fort Worth, and the National As¬ 
sembly Building of Bangladesh. 

When Kahn died, his son 
Nathaniel was 11 years old and 
living with his mother, a land¬ 
scape architect 30 years younger 
than Kahn. As Kahn’s only son, 
Nathaniel experienced his father 
on his clandestine visits to the 
child’s home. Kahn was married 
to another woman for most of his 
adult life, but he carried on affairs 
with two different women during 
the marriage. Kahn always lived 
with his wife,, but his two mis¬ 
tresses lived near his Philadelphia 
home; each of these three women 
bore one child by the architect. 

One of the most amusing mo¬ 
ments in My Architect comes 
when Kahn’s secretary comments 
on the difficulties she encoun¬ 
tered trying to field telephone 
calls from the three women who 
were all trying to locate the archi¬ 
tect. The situation was complicat¬ 
ed by Kahn’s constant traveling to 
obtain new projects or oversee ex¬ 
isting ones. As a filmmaker,

the way to the bank, for in 1971 
his Decameron would become the 
highest-grossing foreign film in 
the US, in today’s dollars ap¬ 
proaching Pulp Fiction. (YBCA, 
2/6) 

The Arabian Nights Based on 
the success of The Decameron, Pa¬ 
solini got a no-frills budget to 
shoot his version of the great sto¬ 
ries, stretching his definition of 
Arabia to include a scene in 
Nepal. (YBCA, 2/13) 

The Canterbury Tales By casting 
himself as Chaucer, Pasolini gave 
little doubt as to whose Tales these 
were. Shot in England in English 
and later dubbed into Italiaif r Can- 
terbury Tates would be beset by the 
same censorship problems as the 
other parts of the trilogy. Ulti¬ 
mately, these problems would 
cause his American distributor, 
United Artists, to back away from 
the enterprise. (YBCA, 2/20) T 


Nathaniel Kahn does a superb job 
of simultaneously introducing the 
viewer to this father’s work and 
describing the more personal de¬ 
tails of the architect’s convoluted 
personal entanglements. He ap¬ 
proaches both tasks with remark¬ 
able objectivity. 

SentimentaJ journey 

My Architect takes the viewer 
on a tour of all of Kahn’s major 
projects, and includes interviews 
with friends, family members, and 
colleagues like I.M. Pei, Philip 
Johnson, and Robert A.M. Stern. 
Cinematographer Bob Richman 
follows Nathaniel around the 
globe on his quest to understand 
his childhood and the man who 
brought him into the world, and 
Richman’s visuals do justice to 
both the architecture and the 
journey. But where the architec¬ 
ture speaks clearly for itself, the 
architect remains something of an 
enigma. How could a man whose 
work spoke to issues of humanity 
and compassion be so callously 


disrespectful to those closest to 
him? Why could he never hold 
onto money? Why did only one of 
Kahn’s projects (The Salk Insti¬ 
tute) result in a profit? 

Nathaniel Kahn’s failure to 
find answers to these questions 
only makes his film more com¬ 
pelling. My Architect is both a 
study of architecture and a medi¬ 
tation on non-traditional familial 
relationships that must survive 
social scorn. At the end of the 
film, Nathaniel and his two half- 
sisters have an amazingly awk¬ 
ward reunion, 25 years after they 
.first met at their father’s funeral. 

It is not surprising that 
Nathaniel Kahn’s film is nominat¬ 
ed for a Best Documentary Oscar 
this year. His work parallels that 
of his father; both artists manage 
to achieve the universal by a thor¬ 
ough and highly specific explo¬ 
ration of the personal. T

Berkeley heralds Hilary Hahn 


Violinist to play Zellerbach Hall on Sunday

. he first played the violin in 
public at age 6, making her 
major orchestra debut with 
the Baltimore Symphony in 1991 
when she was 11. Her German 
debut playing the monumental 
Beethoven Concerto with Lorin 
Maazel and the Bavarian Radio 
Symphony Orchestra in 1995 was 
followed by debuts in New York’s 
Carnegie Hall, Berlin, Frankfurt, 
Cologne, Hanover and Rotter¬ 
dam. But it was Hilary Hahn’s first 
Sony recording of three of J.S. 
Bach’s Sonatas and Partitas for 
solo violin, set down when she 
was 17, that put her in the inter¬ 
national spotlight. That she sailed 
through Bach’s technically chal¬ 
lenging compositions with ease 
was less an astonishment than the 
wealth of emotional nuance with 
which she invested those great 


works. 

Now a beautiful 23-year-old, 
Hilary Hahn’s 1999 San Francisco 
Symphony debut was followed by 
last spring’s romp through the 
Stravinsky Violin Concerto with 
MTT and the SFS in San Francis¬ 
co and on European tour. 

This Sunday, February 8, Hahn 
follows her recent Universal Clas¬ 
sics release of Bach Violin Con¬ 
certos with what is sure to be a 
stunning Cal „Performances 
recital. Accompanied by Natalie 
Zhu, Hahn’s program includes 
Mozart, Bach, and Bloch. The two 
musicians met 10 years ago when 
both were students at the Curtis 
Institute in Philadelphia. They 
have been playing on and off ever 
since. 

What impressed me most 
about conversing with Hahn by 
phone was the girlish innocence 
with which she answered my 
queries. Hahn remained charm- 
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ingly self-possessed and soft-spo¬ 
ken as she explained that she 
plans to record four Mozart 
sonatas, including the two on the 
program, over the next few years. 

“I chose those two because 
they’re ones that Natalie and I 
have always liked reading togeth¬ 
er. I’ve read all the Mozart Sonatas 
with her, and whenever we get to 
those two, we always really like 
them. I thought it might be fun to 
put some more time in on them 
and actually learn them. They’re 
both very lyrical. They’re very in¬ 
teresting to dissect and put back 
together again.” 

Going deeper 

Does she find herself able to 
express more feelings and get 
deeper into what she is playing as 
she gets older? 

“I think the feelings are always 
there; you just have to learn how 
to bring them out in the music. 
My teachers always thought that 
musicality was important as well 
as technique, so I was taught how 
to express myself through music.” 

Was it difficult for her at first 
to bare her soul onstage and get to 
the heart of the music? 

“I don’t feel like I’m ever not 
baring my soul. But at the same 
time, I can’t entirely forget what 
I’m doing and delve so deeply into 
the music that I lose track of 
everything. Then I might actually 
get lost in the music. I have to 
keep a certain logic going during 
the concert to keep track of what 
I’ve done, what I’m going to do, 
and how this phrasing relates to 
that. It’s in the practice room that 
I figure out what I want to ex¬ 
press.” 

Hahn finds herself altering 
how she plays a passage “all the 
time. I’m always changing the way 
I play a little bit. That’s how I de¬ 
velop. I have to make sure the lit¬ 
tle details I alter on the spur of the

moment actually play out in a way 
that makes sense later on. Once 
you change one little thing, it 
changes the whole proportion of 
the piece.” 

Bach has been Hahn’s com¬ 
panion since an early age. She 
played the Siciliano and Presto 
from his solo Sonata in G minor 
in recital when she was 10, and 
played the E minor Concerto 
when she was 12. 

“I like playing Bach. It’s a lot of 
fun to work on, because there’s al-' 
ways something new to discover 
in it. Once you’ve thought an in¬ 
terpretation through, it usually 
works pretty well. There’s no stan¬ 
dard interpretation, and the tradi¬ 
tions that you’re supposed to fol¬ 
low in Bach depend on whom you 
talk to! With Bach, as long as what 
you do has logic to it, and as long 
as you feel it that way yourself, 
there’s no reason why you can’t 


try it.” 

Hahn’s violin, built by Jean- 
Baptiste Vuillaume'in 1864, is a 
copy of Paganini’s “Cannon” 
Guarneri. The nickname refers to 
its big, distinctive sound. Asked 
why she hadn’t tried to obtain a 
genuine Guarneri or Stradivarius, 
Hahn explained that she has tried 
other instruments. 

“The reason I always wind up 
back with mine is because I’m so 
comfortable with my instrument. 
I’ve had it for a while, and I kind 
of grew up with it. It takes a while 
to get adjusted to an instrument. 
It adapted to me, and I adapted to 
it. We work well together.” T

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Delicacy at the keyboard 

Pianist Peter Serkin plays Davies Hall

oyalty paid a visit to Davies 
Hall last week, and it wasn’t 
Fergie swinging by after her 
appearance at the Globes. This 
was a real musical noble, descend¬ 
ed from a line of legendary per¬ 
formers. 

Pianist Peter Serkin, son Of the 
incomparable Rudolf and grand¬ 
son of the celebrated violinist 
Adolf Busch, made an elegant all- 
Mozart evening one of the unex¬ 
pected high points of the season 
so far. It shouldn’t have been a 
surprise, but I have come to asso¬ 
ciate his crystalline technique 
more with modern works than 
the classical repertoire. His cham¬ 
pioning of contemporary com¬ 
posers has become something of 
a career trademark. 

Serkin’s late, lamented father 
had some detractors. Many com¬ 
plained of an overly aristocratic 
containment and evenness of tone 
(read cold and unemotional). Le¬ 
gions of devoted fans still pro¬ 
claimed him peerless. Certainly, 
no one could deny his impact on 
performance standards, especial¬ 
ly in this country, where he con- 
certized and taught for glorious 
decades. 

The apple hasn’t fallen far 
from the tree. Peter Serkin has a 
restrained stage presence that bor¬ 
ders on stiffness. His father some¬ 
times appeared almost willful in 
his command (despite the occa¬ 
sional flurry of wrong notes), but' 
Peter compensates with a grace¬ 
fulness of arm movement and po¬ 
etic intensity that make him fasci¬ 
nating to watch. 

More importantly, his delicacy 
and self-control are able to convey 
warmth of tone that is never cloy¬ 
ing, but wonderfully expressive. 
His performance of Mozart’s 
Piano Concerto No. 17 rivaled all 
of my previous favorites, and ac¬ 
tually revealed beauties never fully 
grasped before. Serkin has record¬ 
ed the work on a now out-of- 
print CD for which I’ll definitely 
be scouring the used record 
shops. 

The rest of the evening was de¬ 
lightfully devoted to conductor 
Hugh Wolff’s take on two other 
Mozart works. The Symphony 
No. 27 in G major was actually re¬ 
ceiving its first San Francisco 
Symphony performances! Hard to 
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Serkin's poetic intensity makes him fascinating to watch in concert.

believe, but better late than never. 

Wolff, famous as Music Direc¬ 
tor of the estimable St. Paul 
Chamber Orchestra for eight 
years, has proven his worth in 
repertoire ranging from C.P.E. 
Bach to Samuel Barber. His lithe 
and athletic readings of Haydn 
have translated well to his treat¬ 
ment of Mozart. 

The Symphony and the more 
famous Serenade No. 9 in D 
major, Posthorn, positively flew by 
in strong interpretations that 
never lacked for detail. The or¬ 


chestra responded expertly, and 
appeared to be enjoying them¬ 
selves as well. 

French press 

The previous week concluded 
Vladimir Ashkenazy’s stint as 
guest conductor with an all- 
French program featuring the 
Faur£ Requiem. It certainly 
proved to be the flip-side of his 
overwhelming Strauss Alpine 
Symphony the week before. 

As Requiems go, Faure’s vision 
of death is hardly dreadful. There 
is no Day of Judgment; instead, a 
concluding view of Paradise seeks 
to gently comfort. The lovely 
melodies can be somber and 
thrilling, but the overall impres¬ 
sion is peaceful. It would take a 
heart of stone not to melt at the 
tender Pie Jesu. 

Soprano Nicolle Foland re¬ 
placed an ailing Barbara Bonney 
and managed her contributions 
well, though her intrusive vibrato 
was not ideally suited to the score. 
Swedish baritone Gabriel Suova- 
nen (making his SFS debut) was 
also sick early in the run. Luckily, 
he had recovered by the time of 
my attendance and made a suc¬ 
cess of his appearance. His voice 
was almost imperceptibly affected 
by his illness, and he surely looks 
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well on stage. 

The real stars of the evening 
undoubtedly did their Director 
Vance George proud. The SFS 
Chorus was predictably wonder¬ 
ful, fully capable of following 
Ashkenazy’s unsurprisingly mus¬ 
cular vision of the piece while 
maintaining a seamless ensemble. 
George will lead the Chorus in 
performances of Bach’s B minor 
Mass in late April. T

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Masculine mayhem

he title Resurrection hasn’t 
anything to do with the con¬ 
tents of the recent Hot 
House movie. But it boldly an¬ 
nounced director Steven Scarbor¬ 
ough’s re-emergence as a vital 
filmmaker after a two-year hiatus. 
During this time, Hot House had 
reissued on DVD the veritable 
fetishist’s primer of its estimable 
back catalogue, and released a few 
independently made and note¬ 
worthy features it acquired. But 
Resurrection popped them into 
full-scale production. 

For its blazing first half, it 
makes the company seem born 
again. The opening scenes are in¬ 
tensely focused, enthrallingly per¬ 
formed bouts. Tautly lean Adam 
Wolfe is a nearly demonic top, but 
boyish Trent Atkins takes charge 
of him with ferocious command. 
This kid slays me: heavily lashed 
eyes of purest baby blue accost 
with sexual treachery; sneering 
lips snarl lascivious desire; neatly 
combed hair always-perfectly 
in place, no matter how 
crazed the kid gets. He 
looks more vulnerable 
than ever with braces 
on his teeth, innocent 
as Oliver Twist, about 
to ask, “Where Is Love?” 

Then he slithers into a 
leather 
sling, 

throws his 
legs in the 
air, and shows you its exact 
whereabouts. 

The second scene delivers 
Jacob Scott, a bald-headed, hairy- 
bodied and burstingly burly 
daddy whose broad biceps swirl 
with full-sleeve tats. He strains his 
meaty flanks in a muscular fuck 
with Ben Archer, the Sam Elliot of 
porn. After that, Bret Wolfe slurps 
Trent’s cock through a glory hole 
as maniacally as a Fear Factor con¬ 
testant out to earn a million. 

But then those Hot House 
flaws of yore reappear. Scenes 
made incidental by their brevity; 
continuity breached and obvious 
strengths dissipated by cutaways, 
incidentals, and bumptious edit¬ 
ing. Your dick won’t falter as Jason 
Branch plows Paul Johnson, or 
heavy-hung Jon. Asher mistreats 
Sky Donovan. But the movie’s lost 
its intense focus and unwavering 
observation. Too bad. I had hoped 
that with this resurrection, Hot 
House would be recreated. 


Diff’rent strokes 

And, verily, it has come to pass. 
Both Mo ’ Bubble Butt (review 
coming soon) and Skuff II - 
Downright Filthy have a new¬ 
found stylistic security. 
Even the Hot House 
bonus material is fi¬ 
nally competitive, 
with the creation of 
» the savory “Stroke” 
series, generous al¬ 
lotments of juicy solo 
scenes that stand on their 
own. The 
Resurrec¬ 
tion 

bonus disc 
has 23 minutes of Jacob Scott and 
Sky Donovan’s dildo joy-riding in 
two “Stroke” solo scenes, and the 
Skuffb onus disc offers 35 minutes 
of “Stroke” dildo Solos for three of 
its fascinating new stars, plus two 
minutes of kinky piss play. That’s 
what’s called more bang for your 
buck. 

As for the movies, the high res¬ 
olution and saturated color of 
Resurrection are maintained by 
Scarborough’s talented collabora¬ 
tors. It’s an axiom that sex clubs 
never look good under the harsh 
lights of filming. But Boardman’s 
crafty work makes even the 
tawdry basement of the Power¬ 
house look like a mystic sex 
dream. Michael Clift’s videogra- 
phy is secure and all-seeing. Most 
of all, the scattershot editing is 
calmed; no more jerking the 
viewer around, no scenic frag¬ 
ments. Hot House’s expected 
strong action — advanced 
buttplay, dildo-drilling and uber- | 


butch fucking — is conveyed 
throughout with matching film 
craft. 

Skuff II is especially bracing in 
the masculine strength of its fuck 
action, and its impressive new¬ 
comers. Studmuffin Cody Scott 
and husky Daxx Reed are talented 
bottoms. New tops are glamorous 
giant Arpad Miklos and especial¬ 
ly handsome and broadly-cocked 
Collin O’Neal. Then there are two 
stand-out stars. Alex Collack is a 
hardbodied Russian of austere 
countenance, pearly-white skin, 
and an unquenchable gullet of an 
ass. Oh, unfathomable depths! Yet 
some massive dildos and the 
steely cocks of several sturdy men 
sound it in full. Two at a time in 
his first scene. 

Then you meet blue-eyed, Mo- 
hawked and thick-thighed Dick 
Wolf, the most charming dogboy 
you could imagine. He’s a playful¬ 
ly eager pup, friskily wagging his 
tail. Quite literally, and no won¬ 
der: there’s a dog-tailed rubber 
buttplug wiggling out of his ass. 
That must feel good. Still, couldn’t 
all this yapping and bouncy role- 
playing elicit laughs? Not when 
Big Daddy Jacob Scott is putting 
the pup through his paces, feed¬ 
ing him some doggie-treat dildos, 
and rewarding his good behavior 
with a big fat bone, right up his 
doggie wazoo. But how does dog¬ 
gie win Best in Show? He tops his 
master in a surprise flip-flop! Ah, 
pets are such a joy. ▼

Out/Rage II 

L ately I’ve been leaning toward Al 
Sharpton in the Democratic Pri¬ 
mary. Not that I think Dennis 
Kucinich is “unelectable,” it’s just 
that Sharpton is the most progressive of 
all the candidates. He more than any¬ 
one is waging a campaign to broaden 
and strengthen democracy in America, 
and not by including white guys with 
Confederate flags in the Deep South. 
Whether or not those white guys actu¬ 
ally go to the polls, they vote with their 
guns and belligerence, just as they used 
to vote with their lynches. Sharpton is 
on to. those guys, and he doesn’t flatter 
them. He’s the one most directly con¬ 
fronting the issue of race from an 
African American perspective, as must 
be done in the country — still! The 
Civil Rights movement is very much 
alive, and it needs our help. And we owe 
it. We’d be nowhere without it. Think 
how much we could accomplish by 
thinking and acting beyond our narrow 
agenda. A great nation can’t have a true 
democracy when a huge mass of its 
would-be voters are turned off to the 
process by a combination of poverty, il¬ 
literacy, and exclusion from the process 
stemming from countless injustices 
perpetrated by the system over decades. 

In recent weeks in San Francisco, 
there’s been a healthy venting of views 
on racism in the queer community, 
thanks to the dispute over the recent 
“blackface incident” at Trannyshack. I 
think that fracas barely scratched the 
surface of the emotions at play. What 
would be interesting is if Sharpton 
piped up on the issue. He’s known for 
his frank talk even more than Howard 
Dean is. If Sharpton took up the ban : 
ner of fighting racism in the gay and 
lesbian community, he could make 
news. Would it make any sense politi¬ 
cally? Maybe not, but it would do a lot 
to help queer people heal their 
schisms, and we’d be in his debt. He’d 
even be due a free queer makeover! 

And how is someone like Sharpton 
to get a grasp of the issues? Simple, he 
could just join others at the Jon Sims 
Center for the Arts ( www.jonsimsc - 
tr.org ) next Friday, February 13 
when Out/Rage presents “What 
Color Is Your Fag?” 

Out/Rage is a multi-disciplinary per¬ 
formance collective of gay and bisexual 
men of diverse nationalities and ethnici¬ 
ties, engaging in theatrical dialogue and 
artistic inquiry into issues of race and 
racism within the gay male community. 
Last May, when Out/Rage first per¬ 
formed this show, I was fascinated by 
their approach. They came together as a 
troupe to dance and act out their mes¬ 
sages, and each individual offered a per¬ 
sonal sharing of experiences with racism. 
They listed common stereotypes and 
toyed with them. It was raw and affect¬ 
ing and I’m glad they’re doing it again. I 
hope they get a big audience draw, 
whether or not Sharpton shows up. 

As they say of themselves, theater 
“enables us to reach out to each other 
and our audiences within an accepted 
space of creativity, risk taking, and 
truth-sharing. Anr evening with 
Out/Rage is thought-provoking, inter¬ 
active, and always OUTRAGEOUS!”

It’s about balance 


Fred Hersch to play the Herbst Theatre

P ianist Fred Hersch, who 
will play a solo date at 
Herbst Theatre on Satur¬ 
day, February 7, has never struck 
this writer as nervous. He’s always 
come off as serious, intense, yet 
almost pulled in. But reached by 
phone at his Lower Manhattan 
home last week, the busy musi¬ 
cian showed further facets. He 
was utterly forthright and very 
talkative. What does he plan to 
play this Saturday? “I never plan 
when I play solo,” he said. “I al¬ 
ways play [Thelonious] Monk, 
and my stuff, and 95% of the time 
I play something by Cole Porter, 
but beyond that I usually don’t 
plan for solo performances. The 
last time I played at Herbst was 
two or three seasons ago, and it’s a 
great hall for solo piano. I find 
that my audiences there are warm, 
appreciative, attentive, and inter¬ 
ested. 

“A year from March, we’re 
going to do my Leaves of Grass at 
Herbst, for San Francisco Perfor¬ 
mances’ 25th anniversary season. 
I want to do that piece in San 
Francisco just because of the 
words and what Walt Whitman 
means to so many people. It’s not 
in any way a gay piece. But cer¬ 
tainly the libretto which I’ve ex¬ 
tracted [from the book] is about 
universal love more than anything 
else, and those are words that 
need to be heard, always.” 

Hersch’s latest benefit CD for 
Broadway Cares/Equity Fights 
AIDS, Two Hands, Ten Voices, 
marshals the talents of that num¬ 
ber of New York-based singers. A 
socially conscious artist, he’s also

contributed to the AIDS Quilt 
Songbook. But Hersch can hardly 
be pigeonholed as just a gay artist, 
because his musical sympathies 
have ranged so far and wide. As a 
pianist, he’s functioned as leader, 
soloist and sideman, and as a 
composer he’s worked in both 
classical and jazz styles. Indeed, 
the most recent of his many hon¬ 
ors, a 2003 Guggenheim Fellow¬ 
ship, has allowed him to write his 
Whitman piece (the funding also 
comes from the Estate Project for 
Artists with AIDS) as well as a 
piano-violin-cello trio and a 
string quartet. 

Going from one idiom to an¬ 
other helps keep things fresh for 
Hersch. “I haven’t become bored 
with playing,” he noted. “As I get 
older, I tend to play in more di¬ 
verse situations, I keep trying to 
challenge myself. Every project 
has a different focus. In my latest 
record, The Fred Hersch Trio + 2 
[to be released on Palmetto 


Records on March 13], the focus 
is still on the trio, but using the 
horns — Ralph Alessi, 
trumpet/flugelhorn, and Tony 
Malaby, tenor saxophone — to 
expand the sound of the trio in a 
few places.” The album, which is a 
sort of sequel to the spectacularly 
varied Live at The Village Van¬ 
guard, also on Palmetto, gets some 
of its texture, weight and drive 
from these new additions to the 
pianist-composer’s restlessly shift¬ 
ing palette. It’s graced with Her¬ 
sch’s much-vaunted lyricism. And 
there’s hard-driving blues-based 
stuff which shows that he can 
swing as hard as any pianist on 
the scene. 

Hersch has seen much come 
and go. But in our wide-ranging 
phone conversation, he doesn’t 
come off as the least bit jaded. 
Rather, he sounds like he’s forging 
ahead with quiet yet infinitely 
steady determination, and 
stretching out in as many direc¬ 
tions as time and space will allow. 
That means doing everything 
from playing for operatic soprano 
Renee Fleming, and with fellow 
pianist Christopher O’Riley, to 
soloing for an AIDS benefit in 
Seattle next Tuesday, February 10. 
He’s thankful to be doing what he 
loves to do. “It’s still a real privi¬ 
lege and a pleasure to play a solo 
concert in a great hall,” he re¬ 
marked. You feel that he really 
means it, which is inspiring in our 
oh-so-jaded, timid age. ▼
